INTRODUCTION. 


This  report  is  in  part  a  continuation  and  the  completion 
of  an  investigation  commenced  last  year  into  the  subject 
of  Personal  Property  Values.  It  was  at  that  time  confined 
to  Baltimore  city  and  showed  the  number  and  value  of 
estates  probated  in  the  Orphans'  Court  during  two  periods 
of  six  years  each,  1875  to  1880  and  1888  to  1893,  both 
inclusive.  An  analysis  and  comparison  were  made  which 
showed  such  remarkable  results  as  to  suggest  the  advisa- 
bility of  a  similar  inquiry  in  the  counties.  This  has  been 
done  for  two  periods  of  five  years  each,  1875  to  1879  and 
1890  to  1894,  inclusive.  No  less  remarkable  and  inter- 
esting are  the  results  there  obtained,  as  an  examination  of 
the  tables  bearing  upon  the  subject  will  show. 

The  other  subjects  treated  are  Building  and  Loan  Asso- 
ciations and  Strikes.  The  former  shows  the  name,  number 
and  description  of  each  association  in  the  State  of  Mary- 
land, also  the  number  of  shareholders  in  each  association 
by  sexes;  explains  the  plans  under  which  they  are  operated 
and  the  number  of  houses  acquired  under  this  system  and 
the  number  of  mortgages  foreclosed.  Probably  every  de- 
tail in  connection  with  these  associations  is  covered  in  this 
part  of  the  report. 

The  strikes  which  have  taken  place  during  the  year  are 
recorded  with  as  much  accuracy  and  detail  as  possible. 
Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  principal 
labor  organizations,  so  that  all  strikes  and  their  causes  and 
such  other  matters  as  are  incident  to  this  one  of  the  desig- 
nated duties  of  the  office  should  become  a  matter  of  record. 
There  are  possibly  a  number  of  labor  troubles  of  an  unim- 
portant character  that  occur  every  year  of  which  it  is 
impossible  to  have  any  knowledge,  but  of  all  those  of  any 
magnitude  the  Bureau  has  cognizance. 
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It  is  desirable,  in  the  light  of  present  conditions,  to 
again  direct  attention  to  the  status  of  this  Bureau,  the 
circumstances  which  led  to  its  creation,  its  subsequent 
reorganization,  the  general  scope  and  character  of  the 
work  and  the  difficulties  under  which  it  has  been  accom- 
plished. This  has  been  done  at  greater  length  than  will 
be  attempted  here,  in  other  reports  of  the  Bureau,  chiefly 
the  first  and  second,  to  which  reference  may  be  had.  The 
General  Assembly  at  the  session  of  1884,  as  the  result  of 
agitation  among  the  different  labor  organizations  of  the 
State,  passed  the  law  which  established  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics,  as  follows: 

"A  Bureau  to  collect  statistics  and  information  concern- 
ing the  various  branches  of  industry  practiced  in  this 
State,  and  the  needs  thereof,  and  the  abuses  that  exist 
therein,  shall  be  established  and  maintained;  and  the 
Chief  of  said  Bureau,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor, 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  make  full 
report  thereof  to  the  General  Assembly  at  each  session 
thereof. 

''The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  annually 
appropriated  to  pay  tlie  salaries  and  expenses  necessary  to 
the  execution  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  said  Bureau 
by  this  Article,  and  the  said  money,  hereby  annually 
appropriated,  is  hereby  directed  to  be  paid  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  State,  upon  warrant  of  the  Comptroller,  in 
such  sums  and  at  such  times  as  the  Governor  of  this  State 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  direct  by  his  order  in  writing." 

There  were  then  in  existence  Bureaus  in  the  States  of 
Massachusetts,  Pennsylvania,  Connecticut,  Ohio,  New 
Jersey,  Indiana,  Missouri,  Illinois,  California,  Wisconsin, 
New  York  and  Michigan.  There  have  been  subsequently 
established  Bureaus  in  Iowa,  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Labor  at  Washington,  D.  C,  Kansas,  North  Caro- 
lina, Maine,  Minnesota,  Colorado,  Bhode  Island,  Nebraska, 
West  Virginia,  North  Dakota,  Utah,  Tennessee,  Montana, 
New  Hampshire,  Washington,  Idaho,  Kentucky,  New 
Mexico,  South  Dakota  and  Texas,  making  a  total  of  thirty- 
four  bureaus  in  all.

Reorganization    of  the    Bureau. 

The  Maryland  Bureau  remained  unchanged  until  1892, 
when  it  was  reorganized,  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, and  placed  upon  its  present  basis.  That  reorganiza- 
tion involved  a  material  change  in  the  functions  of  the 
office  whereby  the  duties  were  largely  increased.  It  con- 
verted it  from  a  Bureau  of  Labor  .Statistics,  as  it  was  origi- 
nally intended,  into  one  of  industrial  statistics  and  general 
information,  which  should  collect  and  tabulate  statistics 
bearing  upon  every  subject  that  the  words  "industrial 
statistics"  imply,  and  of  which  labor  statistics  became 
only  an  incident  among  the  specifically  enumerated  duties. 
That  these  duties  may  be  the  more  clearly  understood,  the 
Act  of  1892,  in  which  they  are  set  forth,  is  herewith 
appended: 

"A  Bureau  of  statistics  and  information  concerning  the 
various  branches  of  industry  practiced  in  this  State,  and 
the  needs  thereof,  is  hereby  established,  and  a  person  to 
be  known  as  the  'Chief  of  the  Industrial  Bureau,'  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  witii  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of 
two  years,  and  until  the  appointment  and  qualification  of 
his  successor,  and  shall  receive  as  compensation  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars  a  year. 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  the  Industrial 
Bureau: 

1.  "To  collect  statistics  corcerning  and  examine  into 
the  condition  of  labor  in  this  State,  with  especial  reference 
to  wages,  and  the  causes  of  strikes  and  disagreements 
between  employers  and  employees. 

2.  "To  collect  information  in  regard  to  the  agricultural 
condition  and  products  of  the  several  counties  of  the  State, 
the  acreage  under  cultivation  and  planted  to  the  various 
crops,  the  character  and  price  of  lands,  the  live  stock,  et 
cetera,  and  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  agricultural 
pursuits,  which  may  be  of  general  interest  and  calculated 
to  attract  immigration  to  the  State. 

3.  "To  collect  information  in  regard  to  the  mineral  pro- 
ducts of  the  State,  the  output  of  mines,  quarries,  and  so 
forth,  and  the  manufacturing  industries. 

4.  "To  collect  information  in  regard  to  railroads  and 
other  transportation  companies,  shipping  and  commerce. 
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5.  "To  keep  a  bureau  of  general  information,  and  to  thit 
end  all  officers  and  institutions  of  this  State,  including 
officers  of  the  General  Assembly,  are  hereby  directed  t» 
transmit  to  the  Chief  of  the  Industrial  Bureau  all  reporti 
as  soon  as  published. 

6.  "To  classify  and  arrange  the  information  and  data  so 
obtained,  and  as  soon  as  practicable,  after  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  publish  the  same  in  substantial 
book  form  and  annually  thereafter  revise  and  republish  the 
same. 

7.  "The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  to 
pay  the  salary  of  the  Chief  of  the  Industrial  Bureau  and 
the  expenses  incident  to  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  his 
office;  but  no  part  of  said  expenses  shall  be  paid  until  the 
same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Governor;  and  the 
said  officer  shall  annually  return  to  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury  a  detailed  statement  of  said  expenses,  and  shall 
also  print  the  same  in  the  book  of  statistics. 

"Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage." 

Under  this  law  the  radical  change  becomes  at  once 
apparent.  The  problem  that  first  came  up  for  considera- 
tion in  organizing  the  office  was  how  to  accomplish  the 
work  the  law  contemplated  should  be  done  with  an  appro- 
priation which  remained  unchanged.  The  problem  still 
remains  unsolved,  and  the  two  great  difficulties  with 
which  the  Bureau  has  to  contend  are  now,  as  then,  an 
appropriation  which  wholly  fails  to  meet  the  exigencies  of 
the  case  and  an  entire  absence  of  authority.  It  is  the 
authority  vested  in  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  as  much  as 
the  liberal  appropriations  always  placed  at  its  disposal 
that  has  made  it  the  best  equipped  in  the  United  States, 
and  altogether  one  of  the  most  admirable  statistical  de- 
partments in  the  world.  It  is  difficult  to  select  the  most 
desirable  subjects  to  be  treated  wlien  these  things  are  con- 
sidered, and  it  has  often  been  the  case  that  the  most 
important  questions  have  to  be  passed  over,  either  because 
the  money  or  the  authority — oftener  both — are  wanting. 

Thus  circumscribed,  the  field  of  operations  is  necessarilj" 
limited  and   the  work  below  the  standard  which  a  better 
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equipment  would  insure.  All  the  States  in  which  the  best 
work  is  done  give  authority  to  the  bureaus  for  the  collec- 
tion of  the  information  sought  and  make  the  appropria- 
tions more  nearly  commensurate  with  their  needs.  The 
Governor  in  his  message  to  the  General  Assembly  of  1894 
in  recommending  an  increased  appropriation  for  this 
Bureau  said: 

For    a    Better    Equipment. 

''By  Chapter  211,  of  the  Acts  of  1884,  there  was  estab- 
lished a  Bureau  of  Industrial  Statistics  and  Information 
as  to  the  branches  of  industry.  Under  this  Act  the  Bureau 
was  continued  from  year  to  year  and  certain  statistics  con- 
fined more  particularly  to  the  branches  of  industry  within 
this  State  (as  was  designed  by  the  Act  referred  to)  were 
gathered  until  the  Session  of  1892,  when,  upon  my  recom- 
mendation. Chapter  29  of  that  session  was  enacted  and  the 
duties  of  this  Bureau  enlarged  so  as  to  embrace  informa- 
tion not  strictly  required  of  the  Bureau  under  the  original 
Act  of  1884.  * 

''The  information  required  of  the  present  Bureau  is  much 
more  general;  among  other  requirements,  to  collect  sta- 
tistics, to  examine  and  report  upon  the  condition  of  labor 
in  the  State,  also  to  collect  information  as  to  the  agricul- 
tural condition  and  products,  the  prices  of  lands,  live  stock 
and  other  matter  pertaining  to  agricultural  pursuits;  also 
such  information  as  is  obtainable  from  the  various  trans- 
portation lines  of  the  State,  embracing  shipping  and  com- 
merce generally.  The  appropriation  for  this  work  being 
the  sum  of  .$5,000,  which  must  cover  all  salaries  and  ex- 
penses of  this  department  in  collecting  and  reporting  the 
information  referred  to. 

"The  information  on  the  subjects  contemplated  by  the 
Act,  and  upon  numerous  other  subjects  which  might  be 
inquired  into,  would  make  an  invaluable  work  to  our 
people,  and  possibly  be  the  means  of  inducing  or  attracting 
foreign  and  home  immigration  to  the  advantages  offered  by 
the  State  of  Maryland. 
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''Inquiries  are  received  daily  from  sections  of  this  and 
other  countries  asking  for  information  that  is  difficult  to 
give,  and  which  can  only  he  obtained  through  the  work  of 
this  Bureau  or  some  similar  source  of  information. 

"It  will  be  noted  by  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  this  Bureau, 
which  will  shortly  be  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly, 
that  he  has  dealt  with  the  following  subjects:  Agricul- 
tural Resources  and  Immigration,  Oyster  Industry,  Rail- 
roads, Strikes,  Child  Labor,  Business  Depressions,  Coal 
Statistics,  The  Unemployed,  and  such  other  information 
as  was  obtainable. 

"This  compilation  of  these  various  subjects  seems  to  have 
been  well  done,  and  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly 
is  called  to  the  continuance  of  this  work  and  the  possible 
extension  of  its  lines  in  directions  that  were  not  contem- 
plated by  the  Act  creating  the  same.  In  other  words,  I 
am  impressed  with  the  idea  tluit  the  duties  of  this  Bureau 
sliould  be  considerably  enlarged,  and  that  any  additional 
financial  assistance  tliat  may  be  rendered  by  the  State 
could  be  employed  to  good  advantage  and  would  result  in 
material  benefit  to  our  people." 

At  the  same  session  two  bills  were  introduced  in  the 
House  of  Delegates  having  for  their  object  a  more  gener- 
ous policy  toward  the  Bureau,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
enlarging  its  field  of  usefulness  in  directions  pointed  out 
in  the  reports  as  being  of  the  utmost  importance  in  main- 
taining its  efficiency.  These  bills  increased  tVie  appropria- 
tion to  $10,000.  One  of  them  looked  toward  giving  it  the 
necessary  authority  in  the  prosecution  of  its  work  by  em- 
jiowering  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  to  send  for  persons  and 
papers,  v/ithiu  reasonable  limitations;  to  examine  wit- 
nesses under  oath,  to  take  depositions,  or  have  them  taken 
by  any  duly  authorized  person,  and  the  other  toward  in- 
creasing the  effectiveness  of  the  Bureau  in  the  way  of 
securing  agricultural  immigrants.  The  latter  made  it  the 
duty  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  to  collect  reliable  informa- 
tion in  every  county  of  the  State  bearing  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  immigration,  and  authorizes  him  to  appoint  a  local 
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immigrant  commissioner  in  each  county.  The  local  com- 
missioners were  to  receive  $2.50  a  day  for  each  day  of 
actual  service,  and  personal  expenses,  the  expenses  to  be 
itemized  and  certified  to  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and 
$1  for  each  immigrant  sixteen  years  of  age  and  over  settled 
by  them  in  their  respective  counties.  Their  duties,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  were  to  procure 
the  statistics  and  information  necessary  to  properly  set 
forth  the  facts,  advantages  and  conditions  of  the  counties, 
to  perform  such  other  duties  appertaining  to  the  work  of 
the  bureau  as  may  be  required  and  to  procure  options  on 
farm  lands  at  such  prices  and  upon  such  terms  as  will  be 
within  the  means  of  the  immigrants  desiring  to  locate 
upon  them,  and  give  them  such  assistance,  care  and  in- 
formation within  their  province  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  owners  of  lands  upon  which  options  have  been  thus 
secured  shall,  upon  the  sale  of  the  lands  through  the 
agency  of  the  bureau,  pay  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  a  com- 
mission of  five  per  cent,  upon  the  gross  amount  of  the  sale, 
the  sum  thus  obtained  to  be  used  in  defraying  the  general 
expenses  of  the  bureau  and  to  be  accounted  for  by  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  in  the  itemized  statement  of  receipts 
and  expenditures  which  lie  is  at  present  required  by  law 
to  })ublish  in  his  report  and  to  make  to  the  State  Comp- 
troller. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  is  authorized  to  visit  such 
States  and  countries  as  in  his  judgment  may  be  necessary, 
or  to  send  an  authorized  ageut,  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
immigrants,  having  special  regard  to  the  character  and 
responsibility  of  the  immigrants.  He  is  to  adopt  such 
means  of  advertising  the  State's  advantages  as  may  com- 
mend themselves  to  his  judgment,  including  such  maps, 
charts,  etc.,  as  may  be  best  calculated  to  illustrate  the 
geographical,  geological,  topographical  and  physical  fea- 
tures of  the  State,  and  to  make  contracts  with  railroad, 
steamship  and  other  transportation  companies  and  the 
masters  of  sailing  vessels  to  secure  a  low  rate  of  transpor- 
tation for  immigrants,  and  to  make  the  necessary  arrange- 
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ments  for  their  temporary  reception  and  accommodation 
upon  their  arrival  until  they  can  be  located. 

The  House  passed  the  legislation  asked  for,  but  it  did 
not,  unfortunately,  reach  a  final  vote  in  the  Senate  until 
the  last  day  of  the  session,  when  it  failed  for  the  want  of  a 
constitutional  majority,  there  being  at  no  time  during  the 
day  a  sufficient  number  of  Senators  in  their  seats  to  make 
up  the  necessary  number  of  votes. 

The  necessity  of  bringing  immigrants  to  Maryland  who 
shall  settle  upon  our  vacant  lands  now  going  to  waste  for 
the  want  of  care  and  cultivation,  and  the  manifold  benefits 
that  would  accrue  to  the  State  by  reason  of  an  increased 
rural  population,  has  been  so  fully  pointed  out  in  the  first 
and  second  reports  of  the  Bureau  it  remains  only  to  be 
said  that  the  subject  has  lost  none  of  its  interest  or  im- 
portance. It  is  a  question  to  which  the  State  cannot  too 
soon  give  its  attention,  and  any  efforts  which  will  tend  to 
foster  it  will,  in  time,  amply  repay  the  expenditure.  One 
of  the  chief  objects  of  these  reports,  from  the  outset,  has 
been  to  show  that  the  most  valuable  services  which  the 
Bureau  could  render  to  the  State  are  along  the  lines  of  that 
portion  of  the  law  which  requires  the  collection  of  informa- 
tion  ''calculated  to  attract  immigration  to  the  State." 


PERSONAL  PROPERTY  VALUES. 


In  the  following  tables  will  be  found  the  results  of  the 
investigations  of  the  records  of  the  Orphans'  Courts  of 
the  various  counties. 

This  investigation  is  a  continuation  of  one  made  in 
Baltimore  city  last  year  and,  with  the  exception  of  the 
number  of  deaths  during  the  periods  under  investigation, 
the  same  showing  is  made  for  the  counties  as  had  already 
been  made  for  Baltimore  city,  though  for  different  periods. 

No  record  of  deaths  is  kept  in  any  of  the  counties  and  it 
is,  therefore,  impossible  to  show  the  proportion  of  those 
dying  leaving  estates.  This  takes  from  the  report  one  of 
its  most  interesting  features,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
no  statistics  are  kept  on  this  subject  by  the  county  health 
officers.  This  could  easily  be  remedied  by  the  passage  of 
an  Act  by  the  General  Assembly  requiring  physicians  and 
undertakers  to  report  to  the  health  officer  of  their 
respective  counties  as  to  the  number  of  deaths  of  which 
they  have  professional  cognizance.  It  would  be  then  as 
easy  for  this  Bureau,  or  even  private  individuals,  to  secure 
vital  statistics  in  the  counties  as  it  is  now  in  Baltimore 
city. 

It  will  be  noticed  in  a  number  of  counties  that  compara- 
tively few  estates  are  given  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the 
county.  This  may  be  partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
a  great  number  of  'dividend"  estates  were  found  npon  the 
books,  none  of  which  are  included  in  this  showing.  A 
"dividend"  estate  is  one  which  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  all 
of  the  debts  and  a  dividend  is  declared  by  the  Orphans' 
Court  among  the  creditors. 

In  a  number  of  cases,  also,  it  was  found  that  many 
estates  had  not  yet  been  settled  and  the  exact  amount  of 
their  value  could  not  be  ascertained.     In   such  cases  the 
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estate  is  reported  at  one-half  of  the  amount  of  the  bond 
given,  unless  it  was  apparent  that  such  an  estimate  would 
be  entire!}"  inaccurate. 

City    and    Counties. 

As  the  results  of  the  investigation  in  Baltimore  city  are 
published  in  the  last  annual  report,  it  is  unnecessary  to 
reproduce  them  here  in  detail,  but  a  summary  is  here  given 
for  the  purpose  of  com})arison  with  the  results  obtained  in 
the  counties: 

From  1875  to  1880,  inclusive,  3,498  estates  were  pro- 
bated. Of  these  G4,  or  1.8  per  cent.,  were  over  $100,000, 
aggregating  $21,038,050,  or  52  per  cent,  of  the  entire  value 
of  all  the  estates  probated  during  that  2)eriod.  These  were 
the  estates  of  large  value. 

The  small  or  moderate  estates  may  be  included  jn  those 
under  $10,000,  Of  these,  during  the  same  period,  there 
were  2,934,  or  84  per  cent,  of  the  whole.  The  value  of 
these  2,934  was  $5,706,005,  or  14  per  cent,  of  the  total 
value.  The  number  of  estates  over  $10,000  was  564,  or 
16  per  cent,  of  the  total,  and  aggregated  $34,385,384,  or 
86  per  cent,  of  the  entire  value.  In  other  words,  64 
estates  represented  52  per  cent,  of  the  total  value,  while 
3,434  estates  represented  but  48  per  cent,  of  the  whole. 

During  the  period  from  1888  to  1893,  inclusive,  5,914 
estates  were  probated,  tlie  value  of  which  was  $59,055,568. 
Of  these,  89,  or  1.5  })er  cent.,  were  over  $100,000,  and 
aggregated  $25,836,140,  or  44  per  cent,  of  the  whole  value. 
This  means  that  1.5  per  cent,  of  the  estates  aggregated 
nearly  one-half  of  the  total  value. 

Those  estates  under  $10,000,  to  the  number  of  5,045, 
aggregated  $9,941,531,  while  the  869  estates  over  $10,000 
aggregated  $49,114,037.  It  is  thus  seen  that  15  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  number  of  estates  are  over  $10,000,  and 
amount  to  83  per  cent,  of  the  total  value,  while  85  per 
cent,  of  the  number  amounts  to  17  per  cen-t.  of  the  value. 

In  the  counties  from  1875  to  1879,  inclusive,  4,936 
estates  were  probated.     Of  these  10,  or    2  per  cent.,  were 
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over  $100,000,  aggregating  $2,265,003,  or  13.9  per  cent,  of 
the  total  value. 

The  number  of  estates  under  $10,000  was  4,579,  or  92.8 
per  cent,  of  the  whole.  The  value  of  these  4,579  estates 
was  $6,519,362,  or  40.2  per  cent,  of  the  total  value. 

The  number  of  estates  over  $10,000,  including,  of  course, 
those  over  $100,000,  enumerated  above,  was  357,  or  7.2 
per  cent,  of  the  whole  number,  and  aggregated  $9,678,503, 
or  59.8  per  cent,  of  the  entire  value.  In  other  words  357 
estates,  or  7.2  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  represented  59.8  per 
cent,  of  the  value,  while  4,579  estates,  or  92.8  per  cent,  of 
the  number,  represented  but  40.2  per  cent,  of  the  total 
value. 

During  the  period  from  1890  to  1894,  inclusive,  there 
were  5,622  estates  probated,  of  which  16,  or  .3  per  cent., 
were  over  $100,000,  aggregating  $9,455,844,  or  41.4  per 
cent,  of  the  total  value. 

The  number  of  estates  under  $10,000  was  5,312,  or  94.5 
per  cent,  of  the  whole,  and  aggregated  $6,664,803,  or  29.2 
per  cent,  of  the  total  value.  The  number  of  estates  over 
$10,000,  including  those  over  $100,000  was  310,  or  5.5  per 
cent,  of  the  whole,  aggregating  $16,154,994,  or  70.8  per 
cent,  of  the  total  value.  This  means  that  310  estates 
aggregated  70.8  per  cent,  of  the  total  value,  while  5,312 
estates  aggregated  but  29.2  per  cent,  of  the  total  value.

BUILDING  AND  LOAN  ASSOCIATIONS.* 


The  methods  in  operation  by  the  building  and  loan  asso- 
ciations of  Maryland,  and  the  law  applicable  to  them,  are 
given  in  the  tables  and  text  following.  The  essential 
features  of  a  bill  which  will  be  offered  at  the  present  ses" 
sion  of  the  G-eneral  Assembly,  providing  that  the  fiduciary 
officers  of  these  associations  shall  give  bond,  are  also 
appended. 

The  bill  is  modeled  upon  the  Missouri  law,  which  re- 
quires the  treasurer  of  every  association  in  the  State  to 
give  bond,  with  unquestionable  security  and  in  sufficient 
penalty,  to  cover  any  amounts  which  they  may  have  occa- 
sion to  handle.  The  bond  must  be  approved  by  the  judge 
of  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  territory  wherein  the  associa- 
tion is  located.  After  such  approval  the  bond  is  forwarded 
to  the  State  Treasurer,  who  also  passes  upon  it  and  be- 
comes its  custodi^.  Missouri  also  provides  for  a  semi- 
annual State  inspection  of  all  building  associations.  The 
State  Treasurer  is  the  supervisor  ex-officio,  and  has  the 
appointment  of  a  Deputy  Supervisor  and  Special  Ex- 
aminers. The  expense  of  maintaining  this  department  is 
met  by  assessments  upon  the  associations  themselves. 

The  first  table  shows  as  nearly  as  possible  the  legal  and 
official  names  of  the  association,  the  date  of  organization, 
the  date  on  which  they  began  business,  and,  where  this 
was  not  obtainable,  the  date  of  incorporation.  The  scope 
of  the  associations,  whether  State  or  national,  is  also 
shown,  and  a  description  given  of  the  three  plans  of  issu- 
ing shares,  the  serial,  the  permanent  or  perpetual,  and  the 
terminating.     Seymour  Dexter,  in  a  treatise  on  ^'Co-opera-

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tive  Savings  and  Loan  Associations,"  thus  describes  these 
plans: 

'^In  the  Primitive  Building  Associations  of  Philadelphia 
there  was  but  a  single  series  of  stock  issued;  every  person 
taking  shares  of  stock,  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  first 
issue  of  shares,  was  obliged  to  pay  back  dues  in  order  to 
be  in  the  same  position  he  would  have  been  had  he  taken 
his  stock  at  the  date  of  the  first  issue,  so  that  each  share- 
holder paid  the  same  amount  per  share  into  the  association 
regardless  of  the  time  when  he  took  his  shares.  The 
money  was  loaned  only  to  shareholders.  Inasmuch  as 
only  one  series  of  stock  was  issued  the  lifetime  of  the  as- 
sociation was  limited  to  the  time  that  it  took  for  the  shares 
to  .reach  their  matured  value.  This  scheme  necessarily 
involved  the  condition  that  every  shareholder  remaining 
in  the  association  at  the  time  the  stock  matured  must  be  a 
borrower  to  the  amount  of  the  matured  value  of  shares 
held  by  him.  Let  us  make  this  clear.  Suppose  the 
charter  of  the  association  limited  the  number  of  shares  it 
could  issue  to  five  hundred,  and  that  during  its  lifetime  it 
had  issued  that  number.  After  the  payment  of  its  running 
expenses  the  funds  received  could  be  used  for  only  two 
purposes,  namely,  the  making  of  loans  to  its  own  members 
and  paying  shareholders  who  withdrew.  Suppose  that  of 
the  five  hundred  shares  issued  three  hundred  had  been 
withdrawn,  leaving  two  hundred  outstanding  when  attain- 
ing their  matured  value.  Assume  the  shares  were  $200 
each  at  their  matured  value.  Now,  two  hundred  shares  at 
$200  each  is  $40,000.  Before  the  shares  can  be  matured 
the  association  must  have  $40,000  of  assets.  The  assets 
consists  of  the  money  due  from  the  shareholders  to  the 
association  upon  loans.  As  no  shareholder  can  borrow  a 
larger  sum  than  the  matured  value  of  the  shares  held  by 
him,  it  follows  that  no  shareholder  can  owe  the  association 
for  borrowed  money  a  larger  sum  than  the  association  will 
owe  him  when  his  shares  of  stock  have  matured;  there- 
fore, each  shareholder  must  owe  the  association  a  sum 
equal  to  that  which  the  association  will  owe  him  upon  his 
matured  shares.  The  only  limitation  or  exception  to  this 
statement  of  the  case  will  arise  in  reference  to  the  dues 
paid  at  the  last  meeting.  The  amount  of  those  dues  will 
not  have  been  borrowed  and  will  be  due  to  some  share- 
holder or  shareholders  in  excess  of  the  amount  owing  by 
him  or  them  to  the  association.

''But  as  the  association  progresses  from  year  to  year 
towards  the  maturity  of  its  stock,  it  might  not  happen 
that  there  are  shareholders  who  desire  to  borrow.  What 
then?  It  would  not  do  to  have  the  dues  paid  in  from 
month  to  month  uninvested;  no  profits  would  accrue,  and 
the  result  would  be  unsatisfactory.  Under  the  scheme  of 
a  single  series  the  association  has  the  power  to  compel 
shareholders  to  borrow  the  funds.  They  are  called  forced 
loans,  and  their  articles  of  association  and  by-laws  deter- 
mine who  should  become  the  borrower  when  there  are  no 
shareholders  wishing  to  borrow. 

''This  scheme  is  known  as  the  terminating  plan.  It  in- 
volves three  serious  defects  which  it  was  very  desirable  to 
obviate,  namely,  the  dissolution  of  the  association  when 
the  stock  matured,  the  large  amount  of  back  dues  which 
the  new  stockholder  would  have  to  pay  who  took  stock 
after  the  association  had  been  running  for  some  time,  and, 
lastly,  the  rhaking  of  forced  loans — that  is,  compelling  the 
shareholder  to  become  a  borrower  whether  he  wanted  to  do 
so  or  not. 

"To  overcome  these  defects  the  serial  scheme  was  de- 
veloped. Under  this  scheme  a  new  series  of  stock  was 
issued  at  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year  or  half-yeaily. 
In  some  instances  series  have  been  issued  quarterly,  or 
even  oftener. 

"This  is  known  as  the  serial  plan.  This  change  in  the 
scheme  obviated  two  of  the  defects  in  the  single  series 
scheme.  It  permitted  the  association  to  become  perpetual, 
and  it  furnished  a  new  series  of  stock  so  often  that  one 
taking  stock  at  any  time  in  the  current  series  did  not  have 
a  large  amount  of  back  dues  to  pay  to  place  him  in  the 
same  situation  that  he  would  have  been  had  he  taken  his 
shares  at  the  first.  As  a  matter  of  practical  experience 
the  serial  plan  also  obviates,  except  in  rare  cases,  the  third 
defect.  It  permits  of  the  accession  of  new  stockholders, 
who  become  such  for  the  express  purpose  of  becoming  bor- 
rowers. In  the  single  series  scheme,  when  an  association 
had  become  two  or  more  years  old,  the  amount  of  back 
dues  that  they  would  have  to  pay  on  their  stock  in  order 
to  become  shareholders,  so  that  they  might  become  bor- 
rowers, was  a  serious  obstacle;  while  under  the  serial  plan, 
the  amount  was  not  large  at  any  time.  In  a  well-managed 
association,  having  the  confidence  of  the  community,  there 
is  usually  no  difficulty  in  finding  those  who  wish  to  bor- 
row   the    funds.      But    the    scheme    provides   a    mode    to 
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©bviate  an  accumulation  of  funds  that  can  not  be  loaned 
by  providing  a  mode  for  compelling  withdrawals.  In  the 
serial  scheme  it  is  deemed  advisable,  when  a  series  ma- 
tures, to  have  but  comparatively  few  outstanding  free 
shares. 

"Hence,  it  is  deemed  a  wise  policy  to  encourage  with- 
drawals in  series  approaching  maturity.  This  is  accom- 
plished by  increasing  the  percentage  of  profits  which  the 
withdrawing  shareholder  is  allowed  as  the  series  approaches 
its  maturity. 

''In  addition  to  this  policy  many  associations  have  pro- 
vided that  the  withdrawal  of  stock  may  be  compelled  after 
a  series  has  attained  a  certain  number  of  years.  In  the 
case  of  a  compulsory  withdrawal  the  shareholder  is  allowed 
all  the  profits.  While  it  is  wise  to  thus  provide  a  mode 
for  compelling  withdrawals,  if  necessity  requires  it,  to 
prevent  tlie  accumulation  of  uninvested  funds,  there  will 
seldom  be  occasion  for  an  association  to  avail  itself  of  the 
provision. 

"The  single  series,  or  terminating  plan,  has  been  almost 
wholly  abandoned  in  localities  where  these  associations 
have  been  in  operation  long.  Most  of  those  that  remain 
in  such  localities  were  formed  years  ago,  and  have  not  had 
time  to  run  their  course  to  a  natural  dissolution  by  the 
maturing  of  their  stock. 

"In  some  cases  where  an  association  is  formed  upon  tlie 
serial  plan,  each  series  has  been  conducted  separately,  as 
though  it  was  the  only  series  of  stock  the  association  had 
outstanding,  thereby  making,  in  effect,  as  many  terminat- 
ing associations  running  under  one  management  as  there 
are  series  issued.  This  cumbersome  mode  of  conducting 
the  business  has  arisen  from  the  fact  that  those  who  or- 
ganized and  conducted  the  association  did  not  fully  com- 
prehend the  proper  mode  of  conducting  the  business  in 
eases  where  all  the  series  are  run  together,  forming,  in 
effect,  a  partnership." 

The  total  number  of  shareholders  for  each  association, 
male  and  female,  the  number  of  borrowers,  the  number  of 
shares  in  force,  and  the  number  of  real  estate  loans,  are 
given  in  the  columns  which  follow  the  statement  of  plans. 
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Table  No.  2  shows  the  total  associations  and  the  number 
and  per  cent,  operating  under  each  of  the  three  plans  of 
issuing  shares,  ft  is  in  large  part  a  summary  of  Table 
No.  1.  It  shows  that  there  are  237  local  associations,  of 
which  5  or  2.1  per  cent,  of  the  whole  are  serial,  214  or  90.3 
per  cent,  are  permanent,  and  18  or  7.6  per  cent,  are  termi- 
nating. Of  the  three  national  associations  in  the  State 
all  are  serial.

Table  No.  3  shows  the  total  number  of  serial  associa- 
tions and  the  number  of  series  issued,  matured  and  in 
force.  The  difference  between  the  series  issued  and 
matured  in  certain  instances  is  greater  than  the  .series  in 
force,  owing  to  the  fact  that  some  series  were  entirely 
withdrawn  before  the  maturity  of  the  shares.  This  table 
presents  the  facts  for  both  local  and  national  associations, 
and  it  will  be  seen  that  at  the  date  of  the  conclusion  of 
this  investigation  there  has  been  162  series,  an  average  of 
20.3  series  to  each  association,  considering  locals  and 
nationals  together.  Of  this  number  39  had  matured,  this 
being  an  average  of  4.9  series  of  shares  to  each  association. 
The  number  in  force  when  this  information  was  compiled 
was  122,  or  15.3  series  to  each  association.

Table  No.  4  shows  for  certain  representative  associa- 
tions tlie  total  and  average  number  of  shares  issued, 
matured  and  in  force.  The  shares  in  force  are  classified  in 
the  table  as  free  and  borrowed  on.  The  free  shares  are 
those  which  have  not  been  used  for  the  purpose  of  borrow- 
ing—that is  to  say,  they  are  the  shares  held  by  the  share- 
holders who  have  not  borrowed  upon  them.  The  shares  bor- 
rowed on  are  those  which  are  in  the  hands  of  the  associa- 
tions as  security  for  loans  made  to  members,  such  loans  be- 
ing made  either  on  the  shares  of  the  association  alone  or 
on  shares  and  real  estate  as  additional  security.  The 
facts  as  to  the  number  of  shares  are  shown  in  this  table  for 
both  locals  and  nationals,  and  also  a  summary  for  all  asso- 
ciations. Of  the  240  associations  in  Maryland  85  issued 
258,479  shares,  an  average  of  3,040.9  to  each  association. 
The  number  of  shares  matured  for  190  associations  was 
3,458,  an  average  of  18.2. 

The  number  of  free  shares  for  235  associations,  and  the 
total  number  of  these  shares  was  233,024,  being  an  aver- 
age of  991.6  shares.  The  number  of  shares  upon  which 
loans  had  been  made  was,  by  336  associations,  110,557,  or 
468.5  shares  for  each  association.  The  total  number  of 
shares  in  force  in  235  associations  was  343,158,  or  1,460.2 
to  each  association. 

In  addition  to  shares  for  purposes  of  investment  and  as 
security  for  loans  several  associations  issue  in  connection 
therewith  so-called  endowment  stock.      This  stock  is  issued 
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for  the  benefit  of  such  members  as  may  desire  to  protect 
their  investments  from  the  consequences  of  death  before 
the  maturity  of  their  stock,  and  especially  for  the  benefit 
of  borrowing  members.  Arrangements  are  made  by  such 
associations  with  a  life  ihsurance  company,  under  which 
the  latter  guarantees  the  payment  of  life  insurance  in  case 
of  death  for  the  full  face  value  of  endowment  stock  held  by 
the  member  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Members  who  wish 
to  avail  themselves  of  such  advantages  must  submit  to 
medical  examination.  In  addition  to  their  regular  dues, 
such  insured  members  are  required  to  pay  an  insurance 
premium  graduated  according  to  their  age.

Table  No.  9  shows  the  total  number  of  shareholders  and 
the  total  number  of  borrowers  in  the  associations  report- 
ing to  each  of  these  facts.  Of  the  240  associations  in  the 
State,  239  report  63,398  shareholders — an  average  of  265.3 
to  each  association;  and  237  reported  18,473  borrowers, 
making  an  average  of  77.9  borrowers  to  each  association. 
The  table  also  shows  the  number  of  shareholders  and  bor- 
rowers in  associations  reporting  to  both  of  these  facts; 
associations  reporting  to  one  fact  only  having  been  ex- 
cluded, in  order  to  secure  a  fair  basis  for  arriving  at  the 
per  cent,  of  shareholders  who  were  borrowers.  The  num- 
ber of  associations,  then,  reporting  to  both  tacts  were  237, 
and  in  these  associations  the  shareholders  who  borrowed 
were  29.53  per  cent.

Table  No.  10  classifies  the  Maryland  Associations  as  to 
their  total  real  estate  loans.  That  portion  of  the  assets  of 
the  various  associations  designated  as  loans  on  real  estate 
is  shown  in  this  table  in  classified  form.  Loans  on  real 
estate  are  those  which  have  been  made  upon  a  first  mort- 
gage on  the  same.  The  borrower  must  also  pledge  his 
stock  as  an  additional  security  for  his  loan.  Taking  the 
total,  which  comprehends  both  locals  and  nationals,  there 
are  10  associations  which  have  no  real  estate  loans,  115 
which  have  total  real  estate  loans  valued  at  under  $25,000; 
54  with  a  total  valuation  of  real  estate  loans  of  between 
$25,000  and  $50,000,  and  ly  with  $50,000  or  under  $75,000; 
the  number  having  $75,000  or  over  rapidly  decreasing  in 
the  classification.  Only  3  associations  have  over  $250,000 
invested  in  real  estate  loans.

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Table  No.  13  classifies  the  Maryland  Associations  as 
to  their  total  stock  loans  as  Table  10  covered  the  classifi- 
cation of  total  real  estate  loans.  Stock  loans  are  defined 
as  loans  made  to  shareholders  on  shares  of  the  association 
of  which  they  are  members.  Such  shares  on  which  loans 
were  made  are  held  by  the  association  as  security  for  the 
repayment  of  the  loaa.  Of  the  total  number  of  associa- 
tions, 240,  there  were  159  which  had  no  loans  upon  stock 
as  described.  In  Table  10  it  was  seen  that  there  were  only 
TO  associations  which  had  no  real  estate  loans.  These 
figures  show  conclusively  that  the  associations  are  adher- 
ing very  closely  to  the  policy  of  making  their  loans  upon 
real  estate  in  connection  with  stock  rather  than  upon  stock 
alone,  and  this  table  shows  that  of  those  associations 
which  have  loans  upon  stock  the  loans  are  comparatively 
small.  Twenty-two  associations  have  stock  loans  of  under 
$1,000,  13  between  $1,000  and  $2,000,  and  12  between 
$2,000  aad  $3,000.  There  are  only  5  associations  whose 
stock  loans  exceed  $9,000.

Table  No.  15  shows  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  all  the 
associations.  The  totals  show  that  the  local  associations 
had  total  assets  of  $11,770,024,  consisting  of  $10,133,549 
loaned  on  real  estate,  $326,791  loaned  on  the  stock  of  the 
associations  themselves,  $441,490  loaned  on  other  securi- 
ties, and  $423,746  cash  on  hand,  while  all  other  assets, 
which  consist  largely  of  furniture,  buildings  for  business 
purposes,  and  arrearages,  amounted  to  $444,448.  The 
national  associations  had  assets  to  the  value  of  $695,024, 
of  which  $601,209  was  in  loans  on  real  estate,  $90  in  loans 
on  stock  of  associations,  $12,873  in  cash  and  $80,883  in 
other  assets.  The  total  assets  of  all  the  associations 
amount  to  $12,465,078.  Of  this  amount  $10,734,758  was 
loaned  on  real  estate  on  first  mortgages,  $326,881  on  the 
shares  of  associations,  $441,490  on  other  securities,  while 
they  had  $436,619  in  cash  on  hand,  and  $525,330  in  other 
assets. 

The  liabilities  of  both  the  local  and  national  associa- 
tions are  shown  in  this  table.  They  consist  of  borrowed 
money,  dues  paid  in  on  installment  shares  in  force,  profits, 
paid  up  and  prepaid  stock,   and  other  incidental  liabili- 
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ties;  the  total  liabilities  of  the  local  associations  being 
$11,770,024,  of  which  dues  paid  on  installment  shares  in 
force,  plus  the  profits  on  same,  was  $10,870,199.

Table  No.  16  shows  the  kind  of  persons  who  patronize 
and  use  building  and  loan  associations.  The  original  pur- 
pose of  these  associations  was  to  enable  men  of  small 
means  to  secure  homes  and  save  their  earnings.  It  be- 
came an  important  question,  therefore,  as  to  whether  the 
objects  of  the  associations  had  been  carried  out.  It  was 
impossible  to  secure  the  occupation  of  every  shareholder 
in  the  240  associations  in  the  State,  but  the  occupations 
of  the  shareholders  in  31  representative  associations  were 
ascertained.  In  these  associations  are  3,789  shareholders, 
of  whom  728,  or  19.21  per  cent.,  are  artisans  and  me- 
chanics; 644,  or  17  per  cent.,  laborers,  and  530,  or  14.22 
per  cent.,  housewives  and  housekeepers,  while  in  all  the 
professions  are    only    200,    or   5  per  cent.     These  figures 
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show  that  the  building  and  loan  associations  of  this  State 
are  used  most  frequently  by  the  classes  for  whom  they  were 
originally  established.

Table  No.  17  shows  the  age  of  the  Maryland  associa- 
tions. Building  and  loan  associations,  with  possibly  a 
few  exceptions,  were  established  in  the  United  States 
between  1840  and  1850.  The  average  age  of  the  local 
associations  in  Maryland  is  but  8.3  years,  of  the  national 
associations  3  years,  and  of  all  the  associations  8.2  years. 
All  of  the  national  associations  have  been  formed  within 
the  past  5  years.  Of  the  236  local  associations  reporting, 
75  are  under  5  years  of  age,  8i  between  5  and  10  years, 
and  32  between  10  and  15  years.  Forty-five  associations 
are  over  15  years  of  age.  This  table  shows  that  the  build- 
ing and  loan  associations  of  this  State  are  entirely  modern 
institutions,  and  have  made  their  growth  during  the  past

This  table  is  intended 
to  show  the  average  shares  per  shareholder,  the  average  in- 
stallment dues  paid  in  plus  profits  on  the  same  per  share- 
holder and  the  average  value  of  shares.  In  order  to  obtain 
a  fair  basis  for  the  averages  all  associations  which  failed  to 
report  in  regard  to  either  their  shares,  shareholders  or  dues 
and  profits  were  discarded  from  consideration.  The  dues 
and  profits  do  not  include  the  amount  received  for  paid-up 
or  prepaid  stock,  but  are  confined  simply  to  the  dues  paid 
in  on  installment  shares  in  force  plus  the  profits  on  the 
same.  This  element  of  paid-up  and  prepaid  stock  has 
also  been  eliminated  from  the  number  of  shares  and  number 
of  shareholders.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  shares 
per  shareholder  in  the  local  associations  is  5.7,  and  the 
average  dues  and  profits  to  each  shareholder  $207.62, 
while  the  average  value  of  the  shares  is  $36.46.  In  the 
nationals  the  average  number  of  shares  to  each  shareholder 
is  4.7  and  the  average  dues  and  profits  to  each  shareholder 
$29.81,  while  the  average  value  of  the  shares  is  $6.38. 
Taking  all  the  associations  together  the  average  shares  per 
shareholder  is  5.5,  the  average  dues  and  profits  to  each 
shareholder  $176,22  and  the  average  value  of  the  shares 
131.95.

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Table  No.  28  shows  the  number  and  value  of  individual  real 
estate  loans  in  39  representative  associations  and  is  intended 
to  show  the  size  of  loans  usually  made  to  individual  bor- 
rowers. The  chief  object  of  this  table  was  to  show  whether 
the  building  and  loan  associations  of  the  country  have 
have  been  used  by  small  or  large  borrowers;  whether  the 
loans  have  been  made  in  small  sums  for  the  purpose  of 
helping  the  ordinary  man,  or  in  large  sums  to  aid  capital- 
ists in  the  erection  of  buildings,  etc.  Taking  the  totals, 
which  include  both  local  and  national  associations,  39  asso- 
ciations made  report  as  to  1,756  individual  loans.  There 
are  only  37  loans  out  of  the  1,756,  the  original  amounts  of 
which  were  .$2,500  each.  This  is  2.1  per  cent,  of  all  the 
loans  existing  in  39  associations.  It  therefore  appears 
that  the  associations  are  being  conducted  in  the  interest 
of  men  of  small  means.

Premium  Plans. 

The  funds  of  associations  are  loaned  to  shareholders  aa 
the  by-laws  may  prescribe — usually  to  those  who  offer  the 
highest  premium.  Some  associations,  however,  have  a 
fixed    or    established    premium  rate,   and,  in  these  cases, 
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loans  are  awarded  to  the  members  in  the  order  of  their  ap- 
plications or  by  lot. 

The  premium  is  the  amount  which  the  borrower  pays 
in  excess  of  the  legal  interest;  or  it  may  take  the  shape  of 
a  certain  number  of  payments  of  dues  or  of  interest  to  be 
made  in  advance. 

Loans  are  usually  made  only  to  the  shareholders.  If, 
however,  there  be  no  demand  for  money  from  the  share- 
holders, some  associations  provide  for  loaning  their  funds 
to  persons  not  shareholders  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  be  approved  by  their  directors. 

Loans  are  secured  to  the  association  by  mortgage  on 
real  estate  and  by  a  pledge  of  the  stock  held  by  the  bor- 
rowing member  or  any  other  security  acceptable  to  the 
directors.  When  the  loan  is  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a 
house  the  real  estate  is  the  house  lot,  which  must  be 
owned  in  fee  simple,  and  the  house  to  be  built  upon  it. 
The  borrower  continues  the  regular  payment  of  dues  on 
his  shares  and  interest  on  his  loan,  and,  if  the  premium 
is  not  entirely  paid  in  advance,  or  deducted  from  the 
loan  in  advance,  then  such  portions  of  the  premium  as 
the  rules  of  the  association  maj'  require.  In  other 
words,  dues  and  interest  are  usually  paid  periodically 
and  premium  may  be.  As  a  rule  the  plans  of  the  associa- 
tions provide  that  loans  on  real  estate  shall  run  to  the  ma- 
turity of  the  shares  pledged,  the  maturing  value  of  the 
shares  being  equal  to  the  loan  and  by  maturity  satisfying 
the  loan.  In  some  associations,  however,  the  loans  run 
for  a  fixed  period,  but  in  nearly  all  associations  they  may 
be  terminated  at  any  time  by  repayment. 

The  regulations  governing  loans  on  the  shares  held  by  a 
stockholder,  without  real  estate  security,  commonly  called 
stock  loans,  vary  in  different  associations.  While  some 
advance  only  the  withdrawal  or  present  values  (the  latter 
usually  spoken  of  as  ''book  values")  of  the  shares,  or 
only  a  certain  per  cent,  of  such  values,  others  advance  the 
full  maturing  value  of  each  share  borrowed  on,  but  in  such 
cases  borrowers  are  required  to  pledge  such  additional  se- 
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curity  as  may  be  acceptable  to  the  directors  of  the  associa- 
tion. Some  associations  apply  the  same  rules  to  both  real 
estate  and  stock  loans,  while  others  have  adopted  different 
rules  for  each. 

The  Maryland  associations  are  operated  under  eight 
plans  or  systems.  The  following  table  shows  the  number 
of  associations  operating  under  each  plan.

Plan  I. 
In  this  plan  there  is  no  auction  of  money  or  bidding  for 
loans.  Loans  are  usually  awarded  to  members  in  the  order 
of  their  applications  or  by  lot.  The  borrower  makes  his 
regular  payments  of  dues  and  interest  on  his  loan  until  the 
shares  pledged  for  such  loan  have  reached  maturing  value, 
unless  the  loan  is  previously  settled;  or  the  number  and 
the  amount  of  his  payments  are  fixed  by  the  rules  of  the 
association. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-two  local  associations  operate  under  this  plan. 

Plan    2. 

Under  this  plan  there  is  no  premium.  The  borrower 
pays  interest  on  his  loan  in  regular  instalments,  but  the 
principal  is  reduced  periodically  by  the  amount  of  dues 
paid  in  by  the  borrower,  and  interest  is  charged  on  the 
balance  only. 

Illustration:  A  shareholder  having  borrowed  $1,000  on 
ten  shares  of  a  maturing  value  of  $100  each  at  8  per  cent, 
per  annum  interest  pays,  during  the  first  year,  in  addition 
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to  his  weekl}'  dues  of  25  cents  a  share,  |80  interest  in 
monthly  installments  of  $6.66|.  The  dues  paid  by  him 
during  the  year  amounting  to  $130  are  deducted  from  the 
principal  at  the  end  of  the  year,  leaving  $870  as  a  balance 
of  principal  on  which  he  pays  $69.60  interest  in  monthly 
installments  of  $5.80  each  during  the  second  year,  the 
amount  on  which  interest  is  paid  being  in  this  way  reduced 
each  year  until  the  loan  has  been  satisfied. 
Sixty-two  local  associations  operate  under  this  plan. 

Plan    3. 

Loans  are  awarded  to  shareholders  in  the  order  of  their 
applications  or  by  lot.  The  borrower  receives  the  full 
amount  of  his  loan  and  pays  interest  on  the  same.  The 
premium  is  a  certain  rate  percent  per  annum,  or  a  certain 
amount  each  month  or  at  such  periods  of  time,  as  the 
rules  of  the  association  require. 

Illustration:  A  member  secures  a  loan  of  $1,000  at  6  per 
cent  interest  per  annum  and  at  a  fixed  premium  of  $6.25, 
payable  monthly.  He  pledges  ten  shares  of  stock,  paya- 
ble monthly,  at  62|-  cents  per  share  to  be  applied  to  the 
payment  of  the  loan.  He  is  also  required  to  carry  one 
additional  share  called  premium  stock  for  each  $100  bor- 
rowed, to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  premium.  His 
monthly  payments  areas  follows:  Dues,  $6.25;  premium, 
$6.25;  interest  at  6  per  cent,  per  annum,  $5;  total  pay- 
ments each  month,  $17.50. 

Eleven  local  and  three  national  associali ms  operate  under  this  plan. 

Plan   A. 

Loans  are  awarded  to  shareholders  in  the  order  of  their 
applications  or  by  lot.  A  fixed  premium  is  deducted  from 
the  loan  in  advance,  the  borrower  receiving  the  remainder. 
He  gives  security  for  the  gross  amount,  and  pays  interest 
thereon  either  for  a  fixed  period  or  until  his  loan  is  satis- 
fied, according  to  the  rules  of  the  association.  No  part  of 
the  premium  paid  in  advance  is  returned  to  the  borrower  in 
case  of  the  repayment  of  the  loan  before  the  expiration  of 
the  period  or  the  maturity  of  the  shares. 
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Illustration:  A  shareholder  secures  a  loan  on  two  shares 
of  stock  of  a  maturing  value  of  |500  each.  The  by-laws 
of  the  association  provide  for  a  uniform  premium  of  $10 
on  each  share.  In  this  case  the  borrower  receives  $980 
cash,  but  gives  security  for  $1,000  and  pays  interest 
thereon.  In  addition  to  his  weekly  dues  of  $2  he  pays 
$1.20  interest  per  week. 

Five  locul  associations  oj-erate  under  this  plan. 

Plan  5. 

Loans  are  awarded  to  shareholders  bidding  the  highest 
premium.  The  amount  thus  bid  is  deducted  from  the 
maturing  value,  and  the  borrower  receives  the  remainder. 
He  gives  security  for  the  gross  amount  and  pays  interest 
thereon.  No  part  of  the  premium  paid  in  advance  is  re- 
turned to  the  borrower  in  case  of  the  repayment  of  the  loan 
before  the  maturity  of  the  shares. 

Illustration:  A  loan  is  made  on  five  shares  of  a  matur- 
ing value  of  $200  each  at  a  premium  of  5  per  cent,  or  $50. 
The  borrower  receives  $950,  and  thereafter  pays  interest  at 
the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum  on  $1,000,  in  monthly  in- 
stallments of  $5  each,  in  addition  to  his  monthly  dues  on 
five  shares  of  stock  at  $1  a  share. 

Four  local  associations  operate  under  this  plan. 

Plan  6. 

Under  this  plan  there  is  no  premium,  but  interest  on 
the  loan,  whether  at  a  fixed  rate  or  at  a  rate  determined  by 
bid,  is  paid  by  the  borrower  in  advance,  either  for  a  fixed 
period  or  for  a  period  covered  by  bid  in  cases  of  competi- 
tion for  loans.  The  borrower  receives  the  remainder  and 
pays  no  further  interest  until  the  interest  paid  in  advance 
has  been  consumed.  No  part  of  the  interest  paid  in  ad- 
vanced is  returned  to  the  borrower  in  case  of  the  repay- 
ment of  the  loan  before  the  maturity  of  the  shares. 

Illustration:  A  member  secures  a  loan  on  fives  shares  of 
a  maturing  value  of  $200  each,  on  which  he  agrees  to  pa^ 
interest  at  9  per  cent,  per  annum  for  two  years  in  advance. 
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He  receives  $820,  but  j^ives  security  for  $1,000.  During 
the  first  two  years  he  pays  only  his  regular  dues.  At  the 
expiration  of  two  years  his  monthly  payments  are  as  fol- 
lows: Dues  at  $2  a  share,  $10;  interest  on  $1,000  at  9 
per  cent,  per  annum,  $7.50;  total,  $17.50.  These  pay- 
ments continue  until  the  loan  is  settled  by  the  maturity  of 
the  shares  or  by  repayment. 
One  local  association  operates  under  this  plan. 

J  Plan   7. 

Loans  are  awarded  to  shareholders  bidding  the  highest 
premium.  The  premium  bid  is  deducted  from  the  matur- 
ing value,  the  borrower  receiving  the  remainder.  He  gives 
security  for  the  gross  amount  and  pays  interest  thereon. 
A  part  of  the  premium  paid  in  advance  is  returned  to  the 
borrower  in  case  of  the  repayment  of  the  loan  before  the 
maturity  of  the  shares,  determined  by  the  length  of  time 
the  scheme  of  the  association  assumes  it  will  take  shares 
to  mature. 

Illustration:  A  shareholder  secures  a  loan  on  one  share 
of  a  maturing  value  of  $200  at  10  per  cent,  premium. 
He  receives  $180  in  cash,  and  pays  interest  on  $200  at  6 
per  cent,  until  his  loan  is  satisfied.  His  monthly  pay- 
ments are  as  follows:  Dues,  $1;  interest,  $1.  It  as  as- 
sumed his  shares  will  mature  in  one  hundred  months.  If 
he  pays  his  loan  before  maturity,  he  will  be  allowed  one- 
hundredth  part  of  the  premium  paid  by  him  in  advance 
for  each  remaining  month. 

One  local  association  operates  under  this  plan. 

Plan    8. 

The  premium,  whether  a  fixed  rate  or  determined  by 
bid,  is  either  a  certain  rate  per  cent,  per  annum  or  a  cer- 
tain amount  each  month  or  at  such  periods  of  time  ag 
the  rules  of  the  association  may  require.  The  borrower 
receives  the  full  amount  of  the  loan  and  pays  interest  oa 
the  same;  but  the  principal  is  reduced  periodically  by  th« 
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amount  of  dues  paid  in,  and  interest  is  charged  on  the 
balance  only. 

Illustration:  A  member  secures  a  loan  of  $200  on  one 
share,  at  a  premium  of  10  cents  a  month.  He  receives 
the  full  amount  and  pays  interest  on  the  same.  The  pay- 
ments each  month  during  the  first  year  are  as  follows: 
Dues  on  one  share,  $1;  interest  on  $200  at  6  per  cent,  per 
annum,  $1;  premium,  10  cents;  total  payments  each  month 
during  the  first  year,  $2.10.  Payments  each  month  dur- 
ing the  second  year  are:  Dues,  $1;  interest  on  $188  at  6 
per  cent,  per  annum,  94  cents;  premium,  10  cents;  total 
payments  each  month  during  the  second  year,  $2.04;  and 
BO  on,  the  interest  being  reduced  each  year  until  the  settle- 
ment of  the  loan. 
One  local  association  operates  under  this  plan. 

Withdra>val     Plans. 

As  in  the  case  of  premium  plans  there  are  various  rules 
for  withdrawals.  They  are  not  so  numerous,  however,  as 
in  other  cases,  although  there  are  nine  such  plans. 

Shares  are  issued  by  building  and  loan  associations  upon 
the  theory  that  when  the  periodical  dues  paid  thereon, 
together  with  the  profits  earned  thereby,  amount  to  the 
ultimate,'  or,  technically,  the  maturing  value  of  the 
shares,  the  holders  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  in  cash, 
such  value,  if  the  shares  have  not  been  pledged  for  loans; 
if  pledged  for  loans,  equal  in  amount  to  their  matur- 
ing value,  the  loans  shall  be  cancelled;  if  the  loans 
do  not  equal  in  amount  the  maturing  value  of  the  pledged 
shares  the  holder  shall  receive  in  cash  the  difference 
between  the  amount  of  the  loans  and  the  maturing  value 
of  the  shares. 

Shareholders  are  not,  however,  as  a  rule,  required  to 
continue  the  periodical  payment  of  dues  until  the  maturity 
of  their  shares,  but  may,  if  they  so  desire,  cease  paying 
such  dues,  and,  if  their  shares  are  unpledged  for  loans, 
withdraw  the  amounts  already  paid  in,  subject  to  widely 
varying   regulations;  if  the  shares  have  been  pledged  for 
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loans,  and  the  holders  desire  to  settle  their  indebtedness 
before  the  shares  mature,  they  are  usually  permitted  to  do 
80  by  paying  the  difference  between  the  withdrawal  value 
of  the  pledged  shares  and  the  amount  of  their  indebtedness. 

Provision  is  usually  made  in  the  constitutions  or  by-laws 
of  building  and  loan  associations  for  the  giving  of  notice 
by  shareholders  desiring  to  withdraw,  ranging  from  one 
week  to  ninety  days.  Such  notice  is  not,  however, 
universally  provided  for,  and  when  provided  for  is 
frequently  not  enforced  if  sufficient  funds  are  on  hand  to 
permit  withdrawal  without  notice.  It  is  also  usually 
provided  that  only  a  certain  portion,  as  one-third  or  one- 
half,  of  the  receipts  of  the  association  shall  be  applicable 
to  the  demands  of  withdrawing  shareholders,  and  in  such 
case,  should  the  notices  of  intended  withdrawals  call  for 
more  money  than  the  designated  portion  of  receipts  could 
satisfy,  the  withdrawing  shareholder  would  be  comi)elled 
to  wait  until  future  receipts  should  supply  the  deficiency. 

In  nearly  all  national  associations  a  certain  portion  of 
the  periodical  dues  are  set  aside  for  expenses,  the  remainder 
of  the  dues  being  carried  into  what  is  ordinarily  termed 
the  loan  fund.  The  money  in  the  loan  fund  is  used  for  the 
purposes  of  making  loans  to  members,  of  paying  off  shares 
which  have  reached  maturity,  and  of  meeting  the  demands 
of  withdrawing  shareholders;  and  usually  only  the  por- 
tion of  the  dues  included  in  the  loan  fund  is  returned  to 
such  shareholders^  with  whatever  allowance  of  interest  or 
profit  thereon  the  particular  withdrawal  plan  of  each  asso- 
ciation may  provide  for,  the  portion  of  the  dues  carried 
into  the  expense  fund,  generally  amounting  to  about  one- 
sixth  of  each  payment,  being  retained  by  the  association. 
In  some  national  associations  the  loan  fund  is  credited 
with  whatever  balance  of  the  expense  fund  remains  unex- 
pended at  the  end  of  certain  fixed  periods,  and  withdraw- 
ing shareholders  may  derive  some  benefit  from  such  unex- 
pended balance,  but  this  course  is  exceptional.  The  plan 
of  separating  the  periodical  dues  into  a  loan  fund  and  an 
expense  fund   is  pursued  by  a  few  local  associations,  but 
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the  general  rule  in  such  associations  is  to  return  to  with- 
drawing members  all  the  dues  paid  in  by  them,  with  or 
without  interest  or  profits. 

In  associations  which  pay  to  withdrawing  shareholders 
annual  interest  on  dues  paid  in  prior  to  withdrawal  there 
are  two  methods  of  calculating  such  interest. 

First.  The  interest  is  calculated  on  the  total  amount  ot 
dues  paid  in  for  one-half  the  time  during  which  they  have 
been  paid,  commonly  called  tlie  average  time  of  invest- 
ment; for  example,  in  an  association  requiring  monthly 
payments  of  dues  at  the  rate  of  $1  per  share,  if  6  per  cent, 
per  annum  is  allowed  upon  withdrawal,  a  member  with- 
drawing at  the  end  of  one  year  would  receive  his  dues, 
$12,  and  6  per  cent,  interest  thereon  for  six  months,  or  36 
cents,  making  a  total  of  |12.36  per  share.  This  method, 
on  account  of  its  simplicity,  is  the  one  ordinarily  used.  A 
few  associations,  however,  use  the  following  method: 

Second.  The  interest  is  calculated  on  the  total  amount 
of  dues  paid  in  for  the  true  average  or  equated  time  of 
investment,  which  is  ascertained  by  taking  one-half  of  the 
sum  of  the  extremes  of  the  arithmetical  series  represent- 
ing the  periods  of  time  during  which  the  periodical  pay- 
ments of  dues  have  been  invested;  thus,  using  the  illus- 
tration given  above,  monthly  dues  having  been  paid  for 
twelve  months,  the  extremes  of  the  series  representing  the 
periods  of  investment  of  the  monthly*  payments  are  1  and 
12;  one-half  of  the  sum  of  the  extremes  is  6J,  which  is 
the  true  average  time  of  investment,  in  months,  and  6  per 
cent,  on  $12  for  6f  mcyiths  amounts  to  39  cents,  which, 
added  to  the  dues  paid  in,  gives  a  withdrawal  value  of 
$12.39  per  share  at  the  end  of  one  year. 

No  reference  is  made  to  these  two  methods  ot  calculat- 
ing interest  in  the  descriptions  of  withdrawal  plans  which 
follow,  the  difference  between  the  amounts  obtained  by 
them  being  small  and  growing  proportionately  smaller  as 
shares  increase  in  age.  For  the  sake  of  uniformity,  there- 
fore, and  because  it  was  the  simpler,  the  first  method  hac 
been  used  in  all  the  illustrations. 
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The  withdrawal  value  of  shares,  hy  whatever  plan  it 
may  he  determined,  is  always  subject  to  the  deduction  of 
any  fines  charged  against  their  holder  for  non-fulfillment  of 
his  obligation  to  promptly  make  payment  of  his  periodical 
dues. 

In  some  cases  shareholders  desiring  to  withdraw  are 
required  to  pay  fees  for  the  privilege  of  so  doing;  for 
instance,  25  cents  or  50  cents  may  be  exacted  for  each 
share  upon  which  withdrawal  is  made.  The  range  of  such 
fees  is  stated  under  the  descriptions  of  the  difierent  with- 
drawal plans  in  connection  with  which  they  are  charged. 

A  few  associations  do  not  permit  their  members  to  with- 
draw prior  to  the  maturing  of  their  shares.  In  such  cases 
the  only  method  by  which  a  shareholder  can  realize  upon 
his  shares  is  by  selling  them  to  some  other  person  at  what- 
ever price  he  can  obtain.

Plan  1. 

Withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the  dues  paid  in  and 
all  the  profits. 

Under  this  plan  withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the 
dues  paid  in  on  the  shares  upon  which  withdrawal  is  made, 
and,  in  addition,  all  the  profits  earned  by  or  credited  to 
Buch  shares.  In  some  cases  interest  is  allowed  on  the  dues 
paid  in  since  the  date  of  the  last  apportionment  of  profits 
at  rates  varying  in  the  difi'erent  associations  as  follows:  3 
per  cent. ;  4  per  cent. ;  6  per  cent. ;  10  per  cent. 

Illustration:  In  an  association  in  which  the  dues  are  $1 
per  month  per  share  and  the  profits  are  apportioned  semi- 
annually, all  the  ])i-ofits  credited  are  allowed  on  withdrawal. 
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A  shareholder  withdraws  when  his  shares  are  four  years 
old;  he  has  paid  in  on  each  share  during  said  four  years 
$48  in  dues,  and  the  profits  apportioned  to  each  share  are 
$8;  said  shareholder  will  therefore  receive,  on  each  share 
upon  which  withdrawal  is  made,  $48  plus  $8,  or  $56.  In 
case  interest  is  allowed  on  the  dues  paid  in  since  the  last 
distributing  period,  suppose  the  rate  of  such  interest  to  be 
6  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  the  shares  upon  which  with- 
drawal is  made  to  be  four  years  and  three  months  old;  the 
dues  paid  in  on  each  share  are  $51,  and  the  profits  shown 
as  credited  at  the  end  of  four  years,  date  of  last  apportion- 
ment, are  $8.  The  shareholder  will  then  receive  on  each 
share  upon  which  withdrawal  is  made  $51  dues  paid  in 
thereon;  $8  profits  last  apportioned,  and  6  per  cent,  inter- 
est on  $3  paid  in  as  dues  since  last  apportionment,  which, 
for  one  and  one-half  months,  the  average  time  of  invest- 
ment, would  be  2  cents,  making  a  total  of  $59.02. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  local  associations  operate  under  this  plan. 

Plan    2. 

Withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the  dues  paid  in  and 
an  arbitrary  allowance  of  profits. 

Under  this  plan  withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the 
dues  paid  in  on  the  shares  on  which  withdrawal  is  made 
with  such  rate  of  interest,  portion  of  the  profits,  or  specific 
amount  as  the  management  of  the  association  may  from 
time  to  time  determine. 

Illustration:  In  an  association  requiring  monthly  pay- 
ment of  dues  at  the  rate  of  $1  per  share  the  Board  of 
Directors  decides,  at  the  end  of  the  sixth  year,  that  the 
earnings  have  been  sufficient  to  justify  the  payment  to 
withdrawing  shareholders  of  6  per  cent,  interest  per  annum 
OR  the  dues  paid  in  for  the  average  time  of  investment. 
A  member  then  withdrawing  would  be  paid  his  dues,  $72, 
and  G  per  cent,  interest  thereon,  $12.96,  making  a  total  of 
$84.96.  If,  intead  of  interest,  a  part  of  the  apportioned 
profits  is  allowed  and  at  the  end  of  the  sixth  year  the 
Board  of  Directors  decides  to  allow  75  per  cent,  thereof, 
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the  entire  profits  amounting  to  $20  per  share,  the  with- 
drawing shareholder  would  receive  $87  per  share,  and  if, 
instead  of  either  interest  or  a  part  of  profits,  it  should  be 
decided  to  pay  a  specific  amount,  as,  for  instance,  |10  per 
share,  he  would  receive  $82. 

Ninety-two  local  associations  operate  under  this  plan. 

Plan     3. 

Withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the  dues  paid  in  and 
a  fixed  rate  of  interest  per  annum  on  such  payments. 

Under  this  plan  withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the 
dues  paid  in  on  the  shares  upon  which  withdrawal  is  made 
with  a  fixed  rate  of  interest  thereon  per  annum,  which 
varies  in  different  associations. 

Illustration:  In  an  association  in  which  the  dues  are 
$1  per  month  per  share  6  per  cent,  interest  on  the  dues 
paid  in  is  allowed  withdrawing  shareholders.  If  a  share- 
holder withdraws  when  his  shares  are  four  years  old  he  will 
receive  on  each  share  upon  which  withdrawal  is  made  $48, 
the  dues  paid  in  thereon,  with  6  per  cent,  interest  on  the 
same  for  two  years,  the  average  time  of  investment,  or 
$5.76,  making  the  total  amount  he  will  withdraw  on  each 
share  $48  plus  $5.76,  or  $53.76. 

Nineteen  local  and  3  national  associations  operate  under  this  plan. 

Plan     4. 

Withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the  dues  paid  in  with- 
out interest  or  profit. 

Under  this  plan  withdrawing  shareholders  receive  only 
the  dues  paid  in  on  the  shares  upon  which  withdrawal  is 
made,  the  profits  earned  by  said  shares  being  retained  hj 
the  association. 

Five  local  as  ociations  operate  under  this  plan. 

Plan    5.  , 

Withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the  dues  paid  in  and 
a  fixed  portion  of  the  profits. 

Under  this  plan  withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the 
dues  paid  in  on  the  shares  upon  which  withdrawal  is  made 
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and  a  fixed  portion,  varying  in  different  associations,  of 
the  profits  apportioned  to  said  shares. 

.  Illnstration:  The  maturing  value  of  a  share  is  $200  and 
the  dues  per  month  $1.  A  memher  whose  shares  are  two 
years  old  has  paid  in  on  each  share  in  dues  $24,  and  the 
profits  apportioned  each  share  are  $2;  50  per  cent,  of  such 
profits  can  he  withdrawn;  therefore,  if  the  member  with- 
draws at  the  end  of  said  two  years  he  will  receive  on  each 
share  the  dues  paid  in,  $24,  plus  50  per  cent,  of  tlie  $2 
profits,  or  $1,  which  makes  the  total  amount  that  may  ])e 
withdrawn  on  each  share,  $25. 

Four  local  associations  operate  under  this  plan. 

Plan  6. 

Withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the  dues  paid  in  and 
a  graduated  rate  of  interest  per  annum  on  such  payments. 

Under  this  plan  withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the 
dues  paid  in  on  the  shares  upon  which  withdrawal  is  made, 
with  interest  thereon  at  various  increasing  rates  per  cent. 
per  annum,  graduated  according  to  the  age  of  the  shares. 

Illustration:  A  member  holding  shares  which  are  six 
years  old,  four  years  old  and  two  years  old  respectively  de- 
sires to  withdraw  from  the  association.  He  has  paid  $72 
per  share  as  dues  in  the  first  class,  $48  per  share  as  dues  in 
the  second  class  and  $24  per  share  as  dues  in  the  third 
class.  The  conditions  governing  withdrawals  are  as  fol- 
lows: Shares  withdrawn  during  the  first  two  years  re- 
ceive 3  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  average  inrestment; 
during  the  third  year,  4  per  cent. ;  during  the  fourth  and 
fifth  years,  5  per  cent.,  and  after  the  fifth  year,  6  per  cent. 
On  each  share  six  years  old  the  withdrawing  shareliolder 
would  receive  the  dues  paid  in  by  him,  $72,  with  interest 
thereon  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum  for  the  aver- 
age time  of  investment,  amounting  to  $12.96,  making  a 
withdrawal  value  of  $84.96,  On  each  share  four  years 
old  he  would  receive  the  dues  paid  in  by  him,  $48,  with 
interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent,  per  annum  for 
the  average  time  of  investment,  amounting  to  $4.80,  mak- 
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ing  a  withdrawal  value  of  $52.80.  On  each  share  two 
jears  old  he  would  receive  the  dues  paid  in  by  him,  $24, 
with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent,  per  annum 
for  the  average  time  of  investment,  amounting  to  72  cents, 
making  a  withdrawal  value  of  |24.72. 
,  Three  local  associations  operate  under  this  plan. 

Plan    7. 

■  Withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the  dues  paid  in  and 
ft  graduated  portion  of  the  profits  or  a  graduated  amount. 

Under  this  plan  withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the 
dues  paid  in  on  the  shares  upon  which  withdrawal  is  made, 
with  a  portion  of  the  jjrofits  apportioned  to  such  shares, 
such  portion  being  graduated  according  to  the  age  of  the 
shares.  Or,  instead  of  a  graduated  portion  of  the  profits, 
withdrawing  shareholders  receive,  in  addition  to  dues,  an 
amount  which  increases  periodically  according  to  the  age 
of  the  shares  regardless  of  profits. 

Illustration:  A  member  desires  to  withdraw  at  the  end 
of  the  third  year  after  having  paid  $36  in  dues.  The 
scheme  of  the  association  provides  that  a  member  with- 
drawing during  the  first  twenty-four  months  shall  receive, 
in  addition  to  the  dues  paid  in,  75  per  cent,  of  the  profits 
apportioned  to  his  shares;  after  twenty-four  months,  80 
per  cent.;  after  thirty  months,  85  per  cent.;  after  thirty- 
six  months,  90  per  cent,,  and  after  forty-two  months,  95 
pier  cent.  The  profits  earned  by  a  share  at  the  end  of  the 
third  year  are  $4.06,  of  which  the  withdrawing  member 
would  receive  -90  per  cent,  or  $3.65,  which,  added  to  the 
dues,  gives  the  share  a  withdrawal  value  of  $39.65. 

Two  local  associations  operate  under  this  plan. 

Plan     8. 

Withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the  dues  paid  in  with 
a  graduated  rate  of  interest  thereon  during  a  fixed  period, 
and  either  a  fixed  or  a  graduated  portion  of  the  profits 
thereafter. 
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Under  this  plan  withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the 
dues  paid  in  on  the  shares  on  which  withdrawal  is  made, 
and  if  withdrawal  is  made  within  a  fixed  period  (varying  in 
different  associations)  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  shares, 
interest  thereon  at  various  increasing  rates  per  cent,  per 
annum  graduated  according  to  the  age  of  the  shares.  If 
withdrawal  is  made  after  the  expiration  of  said  period, 
shnreholders  receive  instead  of  interest  either  a  fixed 
portion  of  the  profits  apportioned  to  the  shares  or  a 
portion  of  such  profits  graduated  according  to  the  age  of 
the  shares. 

Illustration:  An  association  in  which  the  dues  are  $1 
per  month  per  share  provides  for  paying  its  withdrawing 
members  during  the  first  six  months  their  shares  are  in 
force  only  the  amount  of  dues  that  has  been  paid  in;  dur- 
ing the  second  six  months,  in  addition  to  the  dues,  5  per 
cent,  interest  per  annum  thereon  for  the  average  time  of 
investment;  during  the  second  year,  5|  per  cent.;  during 
the  third  year,  6  per  cent. ;  during  the  first  six  months  of 
the  fourth  year,  6J  per  cent  ;  during  the  last  six  months 
of  the  fourth  year,  7  per  cent. ;  during  the  first  six  months 
of  the  fifth  year,  7J  per  cent. ;  during  the  last  six  months 
of  tlie  fifth  year,  8  per  cent.;  after  the  fifth  year,  at  any 
time  prior  to  maturity,  85  per  cent,  of  the  profits  appor- 
tioned to  the  shares.  If  a  member  withdraws  when  his 
shares  are  fifty  months  old  he  receives  per  share  the  dues 
paid  thereon,  $50,  and  71^  per  cent,  per  annum  interest 
thereon  for  the  average  time  of  investment,  amounting  to 
$7.81,  making  a  total  of  |57.81.  Should  he  withdraw  at 
the  end  of  the  sixth  year,  and  the  profits  at  that  time 
amount  to  $20  per  share,  he  would  receive  the  dues  paid 
in,  $72,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  85  per  cent,  of  $20,  or 
$17,  making  a  total  of  $89. 

If,  after  the  fourth  year,  a  graduated  portion  instead  of 
a  fixed  portion  of  the  profits  is  allowed,  65  per  cent,  of  the 
profits  being  allowed  during  the  fifth  year,  70  per  cent, 
during  the  sixth  year,  75  per  cent,  during  the  seventh 
year,  80  per  cent,  during  the  eighth  year,  85  per  cent,  dur- 
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ing  the  ninth  year,  and  90  per  cent,  after  the  expiration  of 
the  ninth  year,  at  any  time  prior  to  maturity,  a  withdraw- 
ing shareholder  would  receive  upon  withdrawal  made  after 
having  paid  in  dues  for  six  years  the  amount  of  such  dues, 
$72,  and  75  per  cent,  of  the  profits,  $15,  making  a  total  of 
$87  per  share. 
Two  local  associations  operate  uniler  this  plan. 

Plan  9. 

Withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the  dues  paid  in,  with 
a  fixed  rate  of  interest  thereon  during  a  fixed  period  and  a 
fixed  or  a  graduated  portion  of  the  profits  thereafter. 

Under  this  jilan  withdrawing  shareholders  receive  the 
dues  paid  in  on  the  shares  on  which  witlidrawal  is  made 
and,  if  withdrawal  is  made  within  a  fixed  period  from  the 
date  of  issue  of  the  shares,  interest  thereon,  both  the  rate 
of  interest  and  the  length  of  the  period  varying  in  different 
associations;  if  withdrawal  is  made  after  the  expiration  of 
said  period,  shareholders  receive  instead  of  interest  either 
a  fixed  portion  of  the  profits  apportioned  to  the  shares  or 
a  portion  of  such  profits  graduated  according  to  the  age  of 
the  shares. 

Illustration:  In  an  association  in  which  the  dues  are  |1 
per  share  per  month,  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  per 
annum  on  the  dues  paid  in  is  allowed  the  withdrawing 
shareholder,  if  withdrawal  is  made  on  shares  less  than 
four  years  old,  and  thereafter,  in  lieu  of  said  interest,  a 
fixed  portion  of  50  per  cent,  of  tlie  profits  apportioned  is 
allowed.  If  a  shareholder  withdraws  when  his  shares  are 
three  years  old  he  will  receive  on  each  share  $36  dues 
paid  in,  with  interest  at  6  per  cent,  per  annum  thereon, 
amounting  for  the  average  time  of  investment  to  $3.24, 
making  the  total  amount  he  will  withdraw  on  each  share 
$3B  plus  $3.24,  or  $39.24.  If  said  shareholder  withdraws 
when  his  shares  are  five  years  old,  the  profits  earned  by 
each  share  being  $15,  he  will  receive  on  each  share  $60 
dues  paid  in  on  same,  together  with  50  per  cent,  of  the 
$15,  or  $7.50,  making  tlie  total  amount  he  will  withdraw 
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on  each  share  $60  plus  .$7.50,  or  $67.50.  If  instead  of  a 
fixed  a  graduated  portion  of  the  profits  is  allowed  after  a 
fixed  period,  which  is,  say,  50  per  cent,  of  the  profits  when 
share  is  four  years  old,  60  per  cent,  when  five  years  old, 
70  per  cent,  when  six  years  old,  etc.,  then,  at  the  end  of 
the  five  years  he  will  receive  on  each  share  $60  dues 
paid  in  on  same,  plus  60  per  cent,  of  $15,  or  $9,  making 
the  total  amount  he  will  withdraw  $60  plus  $9,  or  $69, 
One  local  association  operates  under  this  plan. 

The    Maryland    Law. 

The  law  in  Maryland  pertaining  to  building  and  loan 
associations  is  found  in  the  Code  of  Public  General  Laws, 
1888,  Article  23,  as  follows: 

Sbction  14.  Corporations  may  be  formed  in  this  State,  under  the  provi- 
sions hereinafter  set  forth,  by  any  five  or  more  persons,  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  and  a  majority  of  them  citizens  of  this  State,  or  if  unnaturalized, 
residents  of  this  State,  making  oath  they  bona  fide  intend  to  become  citizens 
of  the  United  States  without  unreasonable  delay,  who  may  desire  to  form  a 
body  corporate  or  politic,  for  any  of  the  following  purposes :     *    *     * 

For  the  formation  of  homestead  or  building  associations,  or  associations 
for  the  loan  of  money  on  real  or  personal  property.  *  *  *  Provided, 
that  the  property  owned  or  acquired  by  such  corporation  is  located  in  this 
State.      *    *     * 

Sec.  95.  Any  homestead  or  building  association,  formed  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  article,  shall  have  power,  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation,  to 
limit  the  number  of  shares  which  each  stockholder  may  be  allowed  to  hold; 
to  prescribe  the  entrance  fee  to  be  paid  by  each  stockholder  at  the  time  of 
subscribing;  and  to  regulate  the  installments  to  be  paid  on  each  share — 
provided,  the  same  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  share  per 
week — and  the  times  at  which  the  same  shall  be  payable. 

Sec.  96.  Any  such  corporation  shall  have  power  to  enfore  the  payment  of 
all  installments  and  other  dues  due  to  the  corporation  from  the  members  or 
stockholders,  by  such  .fines  and  forfeitures  as  the  corporation  may,  from 
time  to  time,  provide  in  the  by-laws  or  articles  of  association  of  such 
corporation. 

Sec.  97.  Any  person  applying  for  membership,  or  for  stock  in  any  such 
corporation,  after  the  end  of  one  month  from  the  time  af  incorporation,  may 
be  required  to  pay,  on  subscribing,  such  bonus  or  assessment  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  fixed  or  assessed,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  the 
corporation,  in  order  to  place  such  new  member  or  stockholder  on  a  footing 
with  the  original  members  and  others  holding  stock  at  the  time  of  such 
application. 
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Sbc,  98.  Such  corporatioa,  at  auy  time  iu  advance  of  the  period  of  time 
at  which  it  may  cease  to  exist,  according  to  the  plan  contained  in  the  original 
articles  of  association,  may  advance  to  any  member  thereof,  for  such 
premium  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  the  sum  which  he  would  be  entitled  to 
receive  upon  the  dissolution  of  the  corporation,  for  any  number  of  shares 
therein  held;  or  may  purchase  from  any  member  thereof  the  share,  or  any 
number  of  shares,  of  the  stock  held  by  him,  at  such  price  or  sum  as,  accord- 
ing to  the  articles  of  association,  such  member  may  agree  to  receive;  and  on 
payment  of  said  sum  of  money,  may  receive  from  such  member  security,  as 
mentioned  iu  the  next  succeeding  section  of  this  article,  for  the  payment  by 
such  member  to  such  corj)oration  of  the  unpaid  installments  to  be  paid  on 
the  share  or  shares  of  stock  so  sold  or  redeemed,  together  with  interest  at 
the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  sum  so  paid  or  advanced,  at  such 
times  and  subject  to  such  fines  and  penalties  for  the  non-payment  thereof 
as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  articles  of  association  or  in  the  by-laws. 

Sec.  99.  The  payment  of  the  unpaid  installments  on  the  share  or  shares 
so  purchased  or  redeemed,  with  interest  on  the  money  paid  therefor  as 
aforesaid,  and  all  fines  and  penalties  incurred  in  respect  thereof  by  any 
member,  phall  be  secured  to  such  corporation  by  mortgage  on  real  or  lease- 
hold property,  or  by  the  hypothecation  of  stock  of  such  corporation  held 
by  such  member,  as  may  be  provided  in  the  articles  of  association  or  by- 
laws: but  in  case  of  hypothecation  of  stock  no  greater  sum  of  money  shall 
at  any  time  be  drawn  out  by  any  member  than  shall  have  been  already 
paid  in  by  him  on  all  his  shares  at  the  time  of  such  hypothecation;  and  any 
such  mortgage  and  the  mortgage  debt  created  thereby,  and  the  shares  of 
stock  of  any  such  corporation,  and  of  all  corporations  for  the  loan  of  monej 
on  mortgage  of  real  or  leasehold  property  are  declared  to  be  exempt  from 
taxation  to  the  extent  of  the  investments  of  such  corporation  in  such  mort- 
gages, the  property  so  mortgaged  to  the  corporation  being  taxed  in  the 
hands  of  the  individual  member  or  mortgagor. 

Sko.  100.  On  the  trial  of  any  action  or  other  proceeding  at  law  or  iu 
equity,  in  which  the  property  or  interest  of  any  such  corporation  may  be  iu 
anywise  concerned,  any  member  of  such  corporation  shall  be  a  competent 
witness,  and  shall  not  be  objected  to  on  account  of  auy  interest  he  may  have 
as  such  member  in  the  result  of  any  such  action  or  proceeding. 

Sec.  101.  Any  association  of  persons  whicli  may  have  been  organized  or 
established  at  any  time  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  article,  on  being  made 
a  body  corporate,  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall  become  merged 
in  such  corporate  body  thereby  created;  and  every  act  done  or  to  be  done 
by  any  such  unincorporated  association  of  persons,  relating  to  the  ends  and 
purposes  of  such  association,  and  all  mortgages,  bonds  or  other  instruments 
made  to  such  association  of  persons,  or  to  any  person  or  persons  to  or  for 
the  use  of  such  association  of  persons,  or  any  member  thereof  as  such, 
shall  remain  and  continue  in  full  force  and  virtue  at  law  and  in  equity  ia 
like  manner  as  if  such  incorporated  association  of  persons  had  originally 
been  a  body  corporate. 
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Sec.  102.  Any  trustee  or  trustees,  person  or  persons,  to  whom  any  such 
conveyances  shall  have  been  made,  to  and  for  the  use  of  such  incorporated 
association,  may  be  required  to  assign  and  transfer  the  same  to  such  cor- 
poration, and  such  conveyances  shall  be  as  good  and  sufficient  as  if  made  to 
such  corporation;  and  all  the  liabilities  and  obligations  of,  by  and  betwpen 
the  members  of  such  incorporated  association  of  person?,  shall  remain  of  as 
binding  force  or  effect  as  if  such  association  had  been  incorporated  from 
the  first. 

Sec.  103.  The  provisions  of  the  eight  foregoing  sections  shall  be  taken 
and  held  to  apply  to  corporations  which  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be 
formed  in  this  State,  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  for  the  purpose  of 
loaning  money  on  real  or  personal  property  or  for  buying,  selling,  leasing 
or  otherwise  dealing  in  land,  and  such  corporations  may  by  their  by-laws 
provide  for  the  payment  of  all  or  any  part  of  their  stock  in  advance,  and 
shall  have  the  power  lo  enforce  the  payment  of  all  dues,  legal  interest  or 
premium  due  to  such  corporation  from  its  members,  stockholders,  or  bor- 
rowers, by  such  fines  and  forfeitures  as  the  directors  may  from  time  to  time 
provide  in  its  by-laws;  and  it  stiall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  cor- 
porations mentioned  in  this  section,  at  any  time,  either  before  or  after  the 
shares  of  its  stocks  shall  have  been  fully  paid  up,  to  redeem  or  purchase 
the  same  at  such  sum  or  price  as  such  member  may  agree  to  receive  therefor, 
or  to  loan  to  such  member  the  par  value  of  its  shares  as  fixed  by  its  certifi- 
cate of  incorporation  for  any  number  of  shares  then  held  by  such  member' 
for  any  number  of  years  and  upon  such  premium  or  bonus  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  between  the  corporation  and  member  or  borrower,  and  either  to 
deduct  such  premium  or  bonus  in  advance  or  to  make  the  same  payable 
with  and  as  a  part  of  the  weekly  dues  in  each  and  every  week  during  the 
period  of  such  loan,  and  in  the  payment  of  such  sum  of  money  by  such 
corporation,  then  to  receive  from  such  member  a  transfer  of  all  his  or  her 
interest  in  such  share  or  shares  of  its  stock,  and  also  security  by  way  of 
mortgage  on  real  or  personal  property,  or  by  hypothecation  of  unredeemed 
shares  of  its  stock  so  sold  by  such  member;  and  said  mortgage  or  hypothe- 
cation shall  be  conditioned  for  the  repayment  by  such  member  or  borrower 
to  said  corporation  of  the  money  loaned  or  advanced  to  him  in  weekly 
installments,  including  dues,  legal  interest  on  the  money  so  advanced  or 
loaned,  the  weekly  premium  agreed  upon  for  each  share,  and  also  all  fines, 
assessments  and  penalties  incurred  according  to  the  by-laws  in  respect 
thereof;  and  all  shares  of  stock  so  redeemed,  advanced  or  loaned  or  pur- 
chased by  such  corporation,  shall  be  considered  as  redeemed  shares,  and 
shall  be  cancelled;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  corporation  to  issue  an 
equal  number  of  new  shares  in  their  stead,  so  that  the  number  of  unre- 
deemed shares  may  always  equal  and  never  exceed  the  number  of  shares 
fixed  by  the  certificate  of  incorporation  of  such  corporations;  and  the 
member  or  members  of  such  corporations,  so  redeeming  their  said  share  or 
shares  of  stock,  shall  cease  to  be  stockholders,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
vote  at  any  meeting  of  such  corporations,  held  for  the  purpose  of  electing

directors  or  for  any  other  purpose,  and  shall  not  be  eligible  for  any  of  the 
offices  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  104.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  land  company,  homestead  or 
building  association,  or  any  association  formed  for  the  purpose  of  lending 
money,  or  using  the  corporate  funds  for  the  purpose  of  buying,  selling, 
lending  upon  mortgage,  leasing  or  otherwise  dealing  in  real  or  leasehold 
estate,  to  issue  any  promissory  note,  bill  or  obligation  of  any  kind  to  any 
member  thereof,  or  borrow  therefrom  in  lieu  of  money,  and  all  loans  by 
such  corporation  shall  be  made  in  money  and  not  otherwise,  and  all  notes, 
bills  or  obligations  of  any  sort  issued  by  any  such  association  to  or  for  the 
use  or  benefit  of  any  member  or  borrower  in  lieu  of  money,  and  all  deeds, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  whatsoever,  given  to  secure  the  same,  shall  be 
void  and  of  no  force  and  validity  whatever,  either  in  law  or  in  equity. 


STRIKES  AND  LOCKOUTS. 


The  strikes  during  the  year  1895,  though  somewhat 
numerous,  were  not,  with  perhaps  two  exceptions,  im- 
portant. These  two  exceptions  were  the  coat  and  pants- 
makers'  strikes,  though  the  latter  was  more  in  the  nature  of 
a  lockout  than  a  strike.  These  people  have  for  many  years 
tried,  and  with  no  little  success,  to  better  the  horrible  con- 
ditions under  which  many  of  them  are  compelled  to  work, 
and  at  the  session  of  1894  the  General  Assembly  passed 
an  act  regulating  the  shops  in  which  they  are  employed. 
It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  law  is  sometimes  violated  and 
punishments  seldom,  if  ever,  result.  This  is  in  a  manner 
due  to  the  fact  that  no  person  is  specifically  employed  to 
enforce  the  law.  It  is  true  the  law  states  that  any  society 
presenting  evidence  of  violations  which  may  result  in  con- 
victions will  be  entitled  to  one-half  the  fine,  yet  no  society 
seems  to  have  considered  it  to  be  its  duty  to  do  anything, 
and  the  result  is  that  nearly  the  same  conditions  exist  as 
before  the  law  was  passed  which  was  intended  to  change 
them.  The  law  will  continue  to  be  inefi'ective  unless  the 
General  Assembly  makes  some  specific  provision  for  its 
enforcement. 

That  strikes  are  extremely  costly  is  easily  proved  by  the 
figures  given  herein,  for  these  reported,  though  trivial  in 
themselves,  cost  the  men  in  wages  upwards  of  $25,000. 
It  seems  to  be  impossible  to  ascertain  the  loss  to  em- 
ployers, as  they  are  seldom  willing  to  even  admit  that  there 
was  a  loss.  It  is  fair  to  assume,  however,  from  past  ex- 
perience on  this  point,  that  their  losses  were  at  leaat 
twice  as  much  in  dollars  as  that  of  the  strikers. 

The  details  of  each  strike  follow: 
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Silk  Weavers'  Strike 

The  first  strike  of  the  year  was  that  of  the  silk  weavers 
employed  at  the  Maryland  Silk  Mills,  Hagerstown,  and 
took  place  January  14.  There  were  about  130  persons  em- 
ployed at  these  mills,  and  on  the  date  above  mentioned  51 
of  the  operatives  quit  work  because  they  objected  to  a  new 
order  issued  about  that  time  requiring  them  to  purchase 
at  the  market  price  all  ribbon  damaged  in  the  process  of 
manufacture.  The  strikers  claimed  that  there  had  been 
three  reductions  during  the  previous  year,  aggregating  28 
cents  on  the  dollar.  They  also  claimed  that  no  other  silk 
mill  in  the  country  imposed  the  same  obligations  on  the 
employees  as  those  to  which  they  objected  and  which  was 
the  cause  of  the  strike. 

The  best  weavers  at  this  mill,  it  is  claimed,  cannot  make 
more  than  $450  a  year,  while  those  in  others  make  as  much 
as  $900  to  $1,200.  The  strike  lasted  but  one  week,  when 
all  of  those  whom  the  manager  would  take  back  returned 
to  work.  Some,  however,  who  were  considered  leaders  in 
the  movement,  were  not  permitted  to  go  to  work  and  their 
places  were  filled  by  others.  The  strikers  lost  nearly  $450 
in  wages  and  failed  to  gain  the  concession  sought. 

Copper  Smelters'  Strike. 

Sixty  men  employed  at  the  Baltimore  Electric  Refining 
Company  quit  work  February  25  owing  to  a  change  in  the 
method  of  doing  the  work,  and  after  remaining  out  for  two 
weeks,  returned  to  work  after  losing  about  $1,750  in  wages. 
The  system  introduced  by  the  company  remains  in  force. 
The  change  in  system  is  thus  described  by  the  employees: 
Since  the  establishment  of  the  works  five  men  have  ladled 
out  the  metal  for  one  hundred  and  seventy-five-pound 
bars;  that  is,  they  have  carried  the  metal  from  the  furnace 
in  ladles  and  poured  it  into  the  molds.  Each  ladle 
weighs  about  twenty  pounds  and  contains  thirty-five 
pounds  of  molten  copper,  and  each  of  the  men  carried  one 
ladle  to  the  mold.      The  men  state  that  it  w^s  proposed  to 
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have  but  four  meu  to  do  this  work,  thus  necessitating  oae 
of  tlie  four  running  back  to  tlie  furnace  and  returning 
to  the  mold  before  a  "cold  set"  hardens  the  metal  already 
in  it.  They  claim  that  this  would  have  been  too  hard 
work  for  any  man  to  perform.  With  this  exception  tl>e 
men  say  they  were  well  treated  by  tlie  company  and  had 
steady  employment. 

Shoe-vy/orkers'  Strike. 

Eleven  shoe  lasters  employed  at  the  factory  of  Hess  Bros, 
demanded  an  increase  of  two  cents  for  lasting  on  March  IB, 
and  upon  the  firm's  refusal  quit  work.  Sixteen  finishers 
also  stopped  work  in  sympathy  with  their  fellow-em- 
ployees, but  as  the  firm  seems  to  have  been  able  to  fill 
their  places  satisfactorily  the  strike  was  lost.  The  loss 
to  the  men  was  $4,300.  The  loss  to  the  firm  cannot  bo 
stated  with  certainty,  but  it  is  estimated  that  it  will 
reach  $12,000. 

One  week  later  forty-five  shoe-workers  at  Messrs.  Frank 
&  Fray's  went  on  a  strike  against  an  objectionable  fore- 
man, who,  the  men  claimed,  had  proved  his  unfriendli- 
ness to  organized  labor  while  occupying  similar  positions 
in  other  cities.  A  printed  circular  setting  forth  the  reasons 
why  this  foreman  was  objectionable  was  circulated  among 
the  strikers'  friends,  and  though  this  gave  the  strikers 
considerahle  moral  support,  it  was  not  sufficient  to  win 
the  strike.  The  objectionable  foreman,  however,  was  dis- 
charged during  the  month  of  November  and  the  strikers 
are  being  re-employed.  The  strikers'  loss  in  wages,  etc., 
was  $7,200,  while  that  of  the  firm  could  not  l^e  ascertained, 
though  it  has  been  estimated  at  $15,000. 

Bakers'  Strike. 

On  March  28  about  25  members  of  the  Bohemian  Bakers 
and  Confectioners'  Union  No.  166  went  out  on  a  strike  for 
the  purpose  of  increasing  their  wages  and  lessening  the 
hours  of  work.  These  men  were  working  for  seven  firms  in 
Northeast  Bt^timore,  the  employers  also  being  Bohemian. 
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Their  chief  grievances  were  that  they  had  been  required 
to  work  from  16  to  18  hours  a  day,  and  that  their  wages 
were  not  commensurate  with  the  amount  of  labor  ex- 
pected of  them.  The  wages  were  for  first  hands,  $8  a 
week;  second  hands,  $5;  third  hands,  $4;  fourth  hands, 
$3.50.  In  addition  to  these  amounts  they  also  received 
their  board.  The  proposition  submitted  to  the  employers 
was  to  pay  their  own  board  providing  they  received  the  fol- 
lowing prices:  First  hands,  $13  a  week;  second  hands, 
$10;  third  hands,  $8;  fourth  hands,  $7.  They  also  de- 
manded a  work  day  of  10  hours. 

The  employers  were  at  first  unanimous  in  their  de- 
termination not  to  grant  these  demands,  as  they  said  that 
the  business  would  not  warrant  them  in  doing  so.  Tlie 
second  day  after  the  strike  commenced,  however,  Anton 
Sesula,  one  of  the  largest  employers,  granted  all  the  de- 
mands and  his  employees  resumed  work.  This  seems  to 
have  settled  the  strike  in  favor  of 'the  men,  for  within  a 
week  or  ten  days  nearly  all  who  went  out  on  strike  re- 
sumed work.  For  some  time  one  or  two  of  the  men  in  the 
smaller  shops  failed  to  obtain  employment,  as  their  em- 
ployers, rather  than  submit  to  the  terms  agreed  upon  by 
the  larger  employers,  went  to  Avork  themselves,  thus  dis- 
placing those  who  went  on  strike.  The  strike  was,  how- 
ever, a  substantial  victory  for  the  bakers,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  they  lost  about  $200  in  wages. 

Brass  Founders  and   Finishers'  Strike. 

A  ten  per  cent,  reduction  in  the  wages  of  about  30  em- 
ployers of  Messrs.  E.  K.  Wright  &  Co.,  brass  founders  and 
finishers,  caused  a  strike  which  lasted  from  March  5  until 
about  April  1.  The  firm  contended  that  the  reductions 
which  had  been  made  in  the  other  establishments  of  the 
same  character  made  necessary  the  reduction  at  their 
place.  From  15  to  18  of  the  men  were  receiving  about  $9 
a  week,  while  about  12  averaged  $5.  Most  of  the  men  re- 
turned to  work  on  April  1,  though  some  few  were  refused 
employment.     The  loss  in  wages  was    upwards    of  $*J00, 
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while  the  firm's  loss  was  trifling,  as  the  season  was  dull 
and  a  discontinuance  of  work  did  not  aiFect  them. 

Coat    Makers'   Strike. 

The  strike  involving  the  greatest  number  of  workers 
during  the  year  1S95,  and  for  tliat  reason  the  most  im- 
portant, was  that  of  the  coat  makers,  which  started  on 
April  30.  The  strikers  were,  for  the  most  part,  employed 
in  the  sweat  shops  which  were  so  fully  described  in  the 
last  Annual  Report  of  this  Bureau,  and  the  system  prevail- 
ing in  these  sljops  was  very  largely  responsible  for  the 
strike.  In  fact,  the  leaders  declared  that  the  strike  was 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  ''more  humane  conditions," 
which  phrase  meant  tlie  abolition  of  the  sweat  shops. 

The  strike  was  determined  upe/n  at  a  mass  meeting  held 
at  Front  Street  Theatre  on  April  29,  upon  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution: 

"Whereas,  The  garment  workers  of  Baltimore  were 
gradually  forced  back  to  work  under  the  old  task  or  sweat- 
ing system,  we,  the  local  Union  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in 
mass  meeting  assembled, 

^^ Resolve.  To  cease  work  from  April  30,  7  A.M.,  until 
such  time  as  our  emplovers  will  concede  us  more  humane 
conditions. " 

The  specific  grievances  of  the  strikers  were  too  much 
work  and  too  little  pay,  and  that  their  wage,  small  as  it 
was,  came  to  them  very  irregularly.  They  demanded  the 
following  scale  of  minimum  weekly  wages:  Operators, 
with  machines,  $12;  basters,  handstitching,  $11;  pressers, 
with  irons,  $10;  assistant  operators,  $T;  assistant  basters, 
$7;  bushelmcn,  $9;  finishers,  $6;  felling  hands,  mostly 
girls,  $4.  As  was  explained  in  the  Third  Annual  Report 
of  this  Bureau,  the  greater  number  of  the  coat  tailors 
work  in  "teams,"  comprising  an  operator,  whose  work  is 
upon  a  sewing  machine,  a  baster,  a  presser  and  several 
girls.  The  operator  is  given  a  certain  task  which,  when 
completed,  nets  him  $3.  This  was  known  as  a  "day's 
work,"  though  tlie  "day"  generally  extended  to  fourteen 
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or  fifteen  hours,  and  in  many  cases  the  task  had  been 
increased  so  much  as  to  require  two  days  instead  of  one  to 
complete  the  task.* 

The  garment  workers  wanted  this  task  system  abolished, 
to  which  proposition  the  contractors  hesitated  to  accede. 
They  also  wished  to  limit  the  work-day  to  ten  hours;  that 
none  but  members  of  the  Union  be  employed  and  that  the 
representative  of  the  Union  be  permitted  to  have  free 
access  to  the  shops  at  all  times  for  the  purpose  of  inspec- 
tion. These  demands  were  all  finally  agreed  to  after 
several  meetings  between  the  strikers  and  the  contractors, 
and  the  latter  were  required  to  give  real  estate  security  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  part  of  the  contract. 

The  strike  was  practically  ended  in  eight  days,  but  it 
was  two  weeks  before  all  the  coat  tailors  resumed  work. 
The  delay  was  because  the  journeymen  desired  to  give 
tlie  contractors  more  time  to  make  better  terms  with  the 
wholesaler. 

There  were  in  round  numbers  2,500  persons  engaged  in 
the  strike,  including  females.  The  average  wages  would 
h^irdly  exceed  $1  a  day,  which,  for  twelve  days,  would 
amount  to  $30,000.  This  can  hardly  be  called  a  loss  to 
them,  for,  as  they  practically  have  a  monopoly  of  the 
trade,  and  the  work  was  generally  suspended  during  the 
strike,  they  only  lost  two  weeks'  work  a  little  earlier  in 
the  season  than  was  customary.  At  the  date  of  this 
report  going  to  press  the  garment  workers  were  generally 
working  under  the  agreement  made  at  the  time  of  the 
strike. 

Furniture  \A/orkers'  Strike. 

Sixty  men  emj^loyed  in  the  furniture  ftictory  of  Messrs. 
D.  Wilfson  &  Sons  struck  on  May  6  against  a  new  piece- 
work schedule  which  had  been  adopted  by  the  firm  the 
•Saturday  previous.  The  statement  made  by  the  men  was 
that  the  ''fillers"  were  making  about  $9.78  a  week,  and

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this  amount  was  cut  dovvu  to  $7.43;  the  "rubbers"  were 
making  from  $1.50  to  |2  a  day  and  were  reduced  by  the 
new  schedule  to  $7.50  a  week,  and  the  varnishers  were  cut 
from  $11.33  a  week  to  $8.80. 

Tlie  strike  was  of  short  duration,  as  one-half  of  the  men 
returned  to  work  next  day,  and  the  balance,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  about  a  half  dozen,  wliose  places  had  been  filled 
by  others,  resumed  work  the  day  following  on  the  firm's 
terms  after  a  loss  in  wages  of  about  $100. 

Iron   Molders'  Strike. 

The  strike  at  the  iron  foundry  of  Messrs.  Joshua 
Regester  &  Sons  occurred  on  May  15  and  involved  about 
150  men.  The  trouble  between  the  firm  and  its  employees 
seems  to  have  dated  back  to  January,  1894,  when  a  re- 
duction of  ten  per  cent,  was  made,  to  which  no  objection 
was  oifered  by  the  men.  According  to  promise  the  firm 
restored  the  wages  during  the  following  summer.  Another 
reduction  was  made  in  January,  1895,  among  the  pipe- 
molders,  who  work  by  a  piece  system.  The  men  claimed 
that  this  reduction  amounted  in  some  cases  to  almost  40 
per  cent.,  as  the  work  for  which  they  formerly  received 
lii^  cents  was  reduced  to  9  cents;  that  for  which  9^  and  11 
cents  was  paid  was  cut  to  71  cents.  These  reductions 
caused  some  dissatisfaction  and  resulted  in  a  number  o 
the  molders  quitting  work,  though  it  could  not  properly 
be  called  a  strike,  and  most  of  those  who  objected  to  the 
cut  resumed  work  a  little  later  on.  About  May  of  the 
same  year  the  men  began  agitating  the  question  again, 
but  the  firm  refused  to  restore  the  old  price  until  June  27. 
Upon  this  refusal  the  men  struck.  The  reason  the  men 
declined  to  wait  until  June  27  was  that  by  that  time  the 
busy  season  would  be  over  and  they  would  be  obliged  to  go 
on  short  time. 

Though  the  men  formed  an  organization  to  more  ef- 
fectively fight  the  employers,  the  strike  was  lost  after  a 
struggle  lasting  three  weeks,  during  which  time  the  men 
lost  in  w^ges  about  $6,750.      Most  of  the  old  employees  re- 
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suraed   work  and  at   the  time  promised  by    the  Regoster 
Company  the  wages  were  restored. 

Cigarette    and    Cheroot    Makers'  Strike. 

The  cigarette  and  cheroot  makers,  to  the  number  of  100, 
employed  by  Messrs.  F.  W.  Feigner  &  Son,  demanded  an 
increase  of  fifteen  cents  a  thousand  about  August  12,  and 
upon  the  firm's  refusal  to  grant  the  demand,  went  on  strike. 
They  had  formerly  been  receiving  .$1.20.  Having  but 
little  money  to  carry  on  a  strike,  it  was,  naturally,  a  failure. 
Hands  from  other  cities  were  quickly  secured  and  many  of 
the  strikers  were  compelled  to  leave  Baltimore  in  order  to 
secure  employment.  It  is  difficult  to  say  how  much  was 
lost  in  wages,  as  most  of  those  concerned  quickly  left  town 
while  others  engaged  in  other  occupations.  It  would  be 
extremely  conservative  to  place  the  amount  at  $1,500. 

Tin    and    Sheet    Iron    Workers'   Strike. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  employes  of  the  Baltimore  Iron, 
Tin  and  Steel-plate  Company  struck  on  August  24  against 
an  objectionable  foreman  who  had  just  assumed  charge. 
The  men  claimed  that  as  the  foreman  did  not  belong  to 
their  Union  they  would  not  work  under  him  Two  meet- 
ings of  the  strikers  were  held,  the  latter  on  the  26th,  when 
Mr.  Robert  Girvin,  the  general  manager,  was  present.  He 
told  the  men  that  he  would  discharge  the  foreman  and 
assume  charge  himself;  whereupon  the  men  unanimously 
decided  to  return  to  work.  One  day's  work  was  lost, 
amounting  to  $750  in  the  aggregate. 

Pants   Makers'   Lockout. 

About  five  hundred  pants  makers,  employed  chiefly  in 
sweat-shops  throughout  the  city,  failed  to  go  to  work 
August  25,  owing  to  the  action  taken  by  an  organization 
composed  of  their  employers.  This  organization  passed  a 
resolution  to  the  effect  that  the  members  thereof  would 
not  any  longer  employ  members  of  the  Pants  Makers' 
Union.  The  reasons  for  this  action,  as  given  out  by  the 
president,  were  as  follows: 
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"We  will  not  withdraw  the  resolution  passed  last  Satur- 
day night  until  the  matter  is  fully  settled,  and  then  we 
will  favor  passing  a  joint  resolution  along  the  line  of 
mutual  agreement.  We  paid  good  prices  for  work  as  long 
as  we  could,  but  found  that  we  could  not  keep  it  up  on  the 
prices  we  were  getting  from  the  manufacturers.  The 
manufacturers  only  give  us  from  $1.50  to  $6.50  per  dozen 
for  making  pants.  One  firm  pays  $4.50  to  |6.50  a  dozen, 
and  their  work  is  all  among  the  best.  Two  years  ago  we 
used  to  get  from  ten  to  twenty  cents  more  on  each  pair  of 
pants,  and  the  manufacturers  were  not  as  strict  about  the 
work  as  now.  I  have  been  employing  from  thirty  to 
thirty-five  men,  and  making  from  700  to  800  pairs  of  pants 
Fi  week.  I  could  employ  100  hands  and  make  2,000  pairs 
A  week,  but  it  don't  pay  me  to  do  it," 

The  journeymen  declared  that  the  action  of  their  em- 
ployers was  unreasonable,  and  held  a  meeiing,  ai  which  the 
following  resolution  was  passed: 

"Whereas,  The  contractors  commenced  to  blacklist  our 
Union  and  passed  resolutions  Saturday  night  to  lock  out  all 
pants  makers  belonging  to  this  Union;  therefore,  we  have 
resolved  not  to  concede  to  their  demands,  and  further  re- 
solve to  stay  out  until  the  contractors  sign  our  agreement. " 

An  agreement  was  then  prepared  which  provided  that 
the  contractors  should  employ  none  but  Union  men  in 
good  standing;  that  they  shall  only  be  required  to  work 
ten  hours  a  day,  and  that  weekly  wages  shall  be  paid.  It 
further  provided  that  the  contractors  shall  furnish  the 
gasoline  stoves,  tables,  irons  and  all  machinery  required 
in  the  business.  It  also  required  that  no  person  should 
be  discharged  except  at  the  end  of  the  week,  provided 
such  person  had  been  employed  longer  than  one  week,  and 
that  a  duly  credited  representative  of  the  Union  be  giveu 
free  access  to  each  shop  during  working  hours  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  inspections.  The  agreement  was  to  hold 
for  one  year. 

It  was  but  a  short  time  before  there  was  a  break  in  the 
ranks  of  the  contractors  and  many  of  their  number  signed 
the  agreement.  The  journeymen  then  returned  to  work, 
having  accomplished  a   substantial   victory.     It  has   not 
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lasted,  however,  as  at  the  time  of  this  report  going  to 
press  there  are  some  of  the  conditions  existing  of  which 
they  complained  at  the  time  of  the  lockout.  It  need  not 
cause  surprise  to  find  this  class  of  workers  to  again  go  out 
to  try  remedy  some  alleged  grievance. 

There  can  hardly  be  said  to  have  been  any  loss  in  wages, 
as  these  persons,  like  those  engaged  in  the  coat  making 
industr)^,  have  a  practical  monopoly  of  the  work,  and  the 
wages  lost  as  a  result  of  the  lockout  was  made  up  when 
they  resumed  work. 

Glass    Workers'   Strike. 

Seventy-five  boys  employed  by  Swindell  Bros,  struck  on 
October  1,  for  an  increase  of  wages,  but  lost  the  strike, 
aud,  incidentally,  $102  in  wages.  The  men  employed  in 
the  establishment,  who  depended  on  these  boys  to  help 
them,  also  suffered  a  loss  in  wages  of  $500.  The  loss  to 
the  firm  was  $4,500. 

Canmakers'    Strike. 

On  October  21  about  50  canmakers  employed  at  the 
Fait  &  Slagle  Company  went  on  strike  against  a  reduction 
in  the  price  of  making  cans  of  25  per  cent,,  or  from  20 
cents  to  15  cents.  While  the  price  offered  is  admittedly 
low,  yet  it  seems  to  have  been  an  inopportune  time  for  a 
strike,  as  there  were  a  great  many  canmakers  out  of  work 
at  that  period,  and  the  firm  had  no  difficulty  in  filling  the 
places  of  those  who  went  on  strike.  The  strike,  therefore, 
went  against  the  men.      The  loss  cannot  be  estimated.
